Teams Decide to Give Day’s Total, 
$120,554, to Disabled Veterans’ 
and Other Relief Funds. 


Infuriated because the second game 
of the world’s series between the Yan- 
kees and Giants was called at 4:45) 
o'clock yesterday afternoon on account 
of darkness at the end of the tenth in- 
ning, with the score tied at 3-3, five 
thousand fans surrounded the field box 
of Kenesaw Mountain Landis and hurled 
jeers and insults at the high commis- 
sioner of baseball. 

After attempting to pacify the crowd, 
Mr. and Mrs. Landis had to be escorted 
from the Polo Grounds under the pro- 
tection of a cordon of police. News- 
papers were thrown ut him as he 
crossed the field, and hundreds of fans 
took up the cry of ‘‘ Crook! Robber!” 
Others shouted that the stopping of the 
game was a trick by the club owners 
to get more money from the series. 

Commissioner Landis answered this 
charge in a formal statement issued last 
night from his headquarters at the Hotel 
Commodore. After conferring with the 
players and club owners he announced 
that the two teams had decided to turn 
the entire receipts for yesterday’s game 
~—$120,554—over to a fund for disablea 
soldiers and to other New York char- 
ities. This means that nobody in base- 
ball. will benefit financially by the ad- 
dition of another game>to the series. 

But the fans at the Polo Grounds 
thought otherwise. “Baseball's a 
‘crooked rame,”’ they shouted to the man 
who left the Federal bench to make 
baseball . clean. ‘““How about Phil 
Douglas? ’’ a fan shouted, referring to 
the Giant pitcher who was barred from 
baseball this Summer. ‘* Where are the 
Chicago White Sox?’’ yelled another 
within hearing of the chief executive of 
baseball. 

Hildebrand Calls Game. 


It was the most dramatic ending that 

any world’s series game ever had. Just 
few minutes before the crowd had 
been in a state of high anticipation. The 
score was tied, the pitchers were en- 
gaged in a great battle, and it looked 
like either team’s game. It was a sort 
of paradise for the fan, but the paradise 
was not to last long. 

The Yankees were the last to bat in 
the tenth inning. The great Babe Ruth 
came up and lifted a high foul to Frank 
Snyder. Pipp rolled qn easy grounder 
to Kelly. Bob Meusel hit a high foul 
fly and Snyder ran back to the screen 
to make the catch. 

As soon as the ball settled into his 
glove, the Yankee players ran out on 
the field, ready to resume play. But 

, George Hildebrand, the umpire-in-chief 
behind the plate, wheeled around, held 
up his hand and announced in a voice 

j which few persons heard that the game 
was called on account of darkness. 

The Giants sprinted out from their 
dugout and started across the field. But 
the Yankees were thunderstruck. Al- 

, ready out on the diamond, they turned 
back and looked at Hildebrand in amaze- 

; ment as he hastened for the exit behind 

, the Yankee dugout. As the three other 

, umpires followed him, the crowd realized 

that the game was over. There would 
be no more baseball that day. 

Bewildered at first, the crowd was 

, slow in acting. Most of the record- 

| breaking throng of 37,020 grumbled to 

; itself for a moment, squinted apprats- 
ingly at the sky to see how much day- 

! light there really was left and then be- 
gan filing slowly to the exits. Others 
started at once for Mr. Landis’s box, 
which was near the Yankee dugout on 

' the first base side. 

At this moment the Baseball Commis- 
sioner had just been introduced to Lord 
Louis Mountbatten and his bride, who 
had watched the game as guests of 
Colonel Jacob Ruppert. Before the ex- 
Judge knew what was going on hun- 
dreds had surrounded his box, where 
Mrs. Landis also sat. 

Some of the fans demanded to know 
why the game had been called. Other 
fans began jeering, and the chorus be- 
hind took up the refrain. 

**Let the game go on,’’ they shouted. 
* Play another inning, or give us our 
money back;”’ . 

‘Barnum was right, and we’re the 
suckers,’’ shouted a red-faced individual 
as he shook his fist at Judge Landis. 
“The game was called to give those 

‘“fakers another chance at our money,”’ 
yelled another. 

Catcalls and boos floated through the 


air. A voice spoke up to ask the Judge 
if he got $100,000 a year for this. Other 
fans began shouting ‘‘ Fight, fight! ”’ 
and special park policemen rushed to the 
scene.

Landis Tries to Calm Crowd. 


Before they got theré Mr. Landis stood 
up in his box, hatless, his white hair 
shaking like a mane, and held up his 
hand for silence. But he got nothing 
more than a fresh outburst of jeers. He 
attempted to talk to the mob, but his 
“voice was lost in the uproar. Mrs. Lan- 
dis stood-at her husband's side and 
‘smiled bravely as the fans swirled and 
eddied around the front of the box. 

The police arrived and wanted to 
escort Commissioner Landis from the

Landis Announces Receipts 
Will Go to Disabled Soldiers 


Kenesaw Mountain Landis, High 
Commissioner of Baseball, issued the 
following written statement at the 
Commodore Hotel last night:, 

Under baseball law the umpires 
are charged with the authority of 
calling a game on account of dark- 
ness. In the exercise of this au- 
thority, today’s (Thursday’s) game 
was called by them at the end of 
the tenth inning. Many spectators 
were of the opinion that the game 

might continue. . 

Of course, the umpires on. the 
field are in a much better position 
to judge conditions and their effect 
upon play. But, regardless of any 
question whether this decision was 
erroneous, the two New York clubs, 
acting for themSelves and their 
teams, have decided, with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner, that 
the entire receipts of today’s game 
shall be turned over to the fund 
for the benefit of disabled soldiers, 
and to the charities of New York 

City. 

Judge Landis explained to news- 
paper men after he had read the 
statement that the pleyers would not 
figure in yesterday’s receipts, but the 
remainder of their share would come 
from receipts of the next three 
games.

Darkness Ends Second World’s 
Series Game at Polo Grounds 
—37,000 Attend. 


MEUSELS STAR AT THE BAT 


lrish’s Homer Drives In All of 
Giants’ Runs, While Bob’s 
Double Ties the Score. 


The world’s series hung in the balance 
at the Polo Grounds yesterday, and it 
is still hanging, for neither team won. 
After two hours and forty-five minutes 
of baseball that was both tedious and 
sparkling, the Yankees and Giants had 
three runs apiece, and the critical second 
game was still undecided. 

For the Yankees this ten-inning tie was 
one of those moral victories which Yale 
football teams used to be fond of win- 


ning. Had they lost, the series would 
have been moving toward a swift end: 
The Yanks neither won nor lost, but they 
forced Jess Barnes to waste his strength 
in a tie game, and by winning today 
they would even the series. 

The crowd was even bigger than the 
record throng which saw Wednesday’s 
first game. The official paid attendance 
was 37,020. 

It was a game of sensations. The first 
big moment came before the announcer 
was through intoning the batteries 
througr his megaphone. Bob Shawkey 
faced the Giants at the start of the 
game, and they launched an attack with 
the same swiftness as on Wednesday. 

Meusels Figure Prominently.

The amazing Heinie Groh singled. to 
centre with one out. Frank Frisch start- 
ed a brilliant afternoon at bat and in 
the field by dropping a lazy fly in short 
left field. Irish Meusel, a man of great 
repute with the bat, faced Shawkey 
next, and he drove a long, high fly just 
over the edge of the left field bleacherz. 
Brother Bob ran as far as he ‘could, and 
then watched the ball sail beyond his 
reach. 

Home runs in a world’s series are 
scarce. Home runs which win a world’s 
series game have never yet been found 
in baseball history. But this homer of 
Irish Meusel would have won the game 
except for two things—a wild throw in 
the same inning by Dave Bancroft and 
a timely two-base hit by Bob Meusel in 
the eighth inning. 

In this way one Meusel robbed another 
of some measure of glory in that eighth 
inning. With one out, Ruth hit a slow 
ball on the end of his bat and dropped 
it in left field for two bases. It was 
a surprise hit which caught the Giants 
off their guard. Pipp followed with a 
sacrifice fly to Cunningham long enough 
to let the ponderous Ruth run to third. 

The Yankee Meusel was then at bat, 
and the Yanks needed one more run to 
tie the game. Ruth was doing some 
profound thinking down at third base. 
After Meusel had missed one great lunge 
at a wide curve bail, the Babe took a 
long lead, watched Jess Barnes care- 
fully, and, on the next pitch, broke for 
the plate. .

McKENNA RAPS ISOLATION 


Says America Will Discover, as 
England Did, That Such,a 
Policy Will Not Pay. 


FAVORS LOAN TO GERMANY 


Not to Be Made Until Proper Con- 
ditlons Are Obtained—Closing 
Session of Convention. 


The forty-eighth annual convention of 
the American Bankers’ Association at 
the Hotel Commodore came to an end 
yesterday with the adjournment of the 
third and last general session of the 
convention. Nothing is scheduled for 
today except executive sessions of two 
comu:iittees, and a golf tournament and 
exeursion to West Point for the enter- 
tainment of the visiting bankers. 
Already some of the 11,000 délegates 
and guests who came to New York from 
all parts of the country are on their 
way home. Others will leave today, and& 
by tomorrow practically all will have 
left except those who stay for the 
world's series and those who live in New 
York. 

How to solve the problem of the inter- 
allied debt and reparations, which had 
been thrust to the fore as fhe big issue 
of the convention, continued to occupy 
the attention of the delegates yesterday. 
Addresses by Reginald McKenna, former 
Chancellor of the British Exchequer and 
now Chairman of the London Joint 
City and Midland Bank, Ltd., of Lon- 
don; by Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., international bankers; 
by Thomas B. McAdams, President of 
the association and Vice President of 
the Merchants’ National Bank of Rich- 
mond, Va., had. given the bankers of 
the country a new light on the connec- 
tion between American prosperity and 
foreign affairs. The bankers go home 
te continue the discussion which was 
begun at the convention and to do their 
part in molding public opinion toward 
a decision of the most important world 
problems of the day. 

One of the last official acts of the con- 
vention yesterday was to adopt with 
enthusiastic support a report of the 
Resolutions _ Committee, which said: 
“We believe that the time has ~ come 
for the Government of our country to 
formulate the principles on which it 
will be able to co-operate with other 
nations to bring about the needed re- 
habilitation of European’ countries and 
peace in the world.”’ 


Urge More Power for Commission. 


The convention urged the Harding Ad- 
ministration to take into consideration 
the advantage of promptly making its 
representative on the Reparation Com- 
mission an official of that body and 
urged Congress to grant the Debt Fund- 
ing Commission further powers in order 
that it may carry on more effective 
negotiations with the countries which 
now owe ug about $11,000,000,000.

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New War Marvels to Appear in Action; 
Shells Explode on Touching Aircraft Wing 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (Associated 
Press). — Postwar ordnance improve- 
ments are to be demonstrated at the 
Aberdeen, Md., proving grounds tomor- 
row before members of the Army Ord- 
nance Association and Affiliated Engi- 
neering Societies and will include fuses, 
guns, great and small; bombs, tanks 
and munition carts. The demonstration 
will. be held at the annual meeting of 
the ordnance association, comprised of 
reserve officers and manufacturers who 
Prepose to convert their plants imme- 
diately in the event of war. 

A feature will be the firing of shells 
equipped _with super-sensitive fuses so 


delicate as to detonate the charge on 
passing through the cloth of an _ air- 
plane wing. The fuses were developed 
for anti-aircraft gunfire and so devised 
as to withstand the shock of ng yet 
explode on the lightest touch after leav- 
ing the gun. : 

n contrast, there will be shown also 
a 2,000-pound projectile equipped with a 
fuse so slow in action that the missile 
will penetrate sixteen inches of armor 
steel before the charge explodes. This 
projectile is for use against battleships 
or fortifications. 

The. newest army 16-inch gun, with a 


range of twenty-six miles and a trajec- 
tory that will carry a projectile ten miles 
into air between the time it leaves the 
gun and strikes the target, will be fired. 
Test firing will follow with the 2%-inch 
anti-tank gun, designed to penetrate 
one inch of armor plate at 1,000 yards. 

A tank with its crew completely con- 
cealed will be operated on orders issued 
by radiophone from a distant machine, 
The, new half-inch calibre machine gun, 
also an anti-tank ‘weapon, with a range 
of five miles as compared to the two- 
mile range of machine guns used in the 
war, also will be shown. 

The amphibious reconnoissance tractor, 
built to maintain a speed of twelve miles 
an hour across rough country and to 
cross any stream, will be tested. The 
machine carries two officers and its 
crew, riding in a boat-shaped body, 
and while afloat is propelled by a screw. 
Self-propelled ammunition carts of the 
tractor type for use when no roads are 
available, the operator walking behind 
the vehicle, will be shown. 

During the evening new _ airplane 
flares that throw as much light as 10,- 
000 ordinary electric bulbs, and when 
dropped from an airplane burn for six 
or seven minutes, will be exhibited.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 5 (Associated 
Press).—The United States Government 
this afternoon filed suit in the United 
States District Court at Dayton against 
the Dayton Airplane Company, formerly 
known as the Dayton Wright Airplane 
Company, seeking to recover $2,408,- 
267.41 at 6 per cent. interest from June 
11, 1919, alleged to have been fraudu- 
lently paid to the company by Govern- 
ment officers. 

The Government alleges that certain 
provisions in the contracts entered into 
with the airplane company by duly 
authorized officers were unlawful, 
fraudulent and void, It states that be- 
cause of the national emergency at the 
time war was declared the Gevernment 
was not able, with the facilities at its 
disposal, to furnish a sufficient quantity 
of aeronautical equipment necessary for 
its purposes. 

The suit was filed by District At- 
torney Thomas H. Morrow of Cincin- 
nati and Assistant United States At- 
torney General James N. Linton. Mr. 
Linton. was appointed by Attorney 
General Daugherty to investigate the 
airplane expenditures of the Govern- 
ment during the war.

Indict lnpeitel Wizard Clarke for Fraud

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 5.—Edward 
Young Clarke, Imperial Wizard pro-tem 
of the Ku Klux Klan, was indicted by 
a Federal Grand Jury late today on 
charges of use of the mails to defraud. 

A telephone message was sent to 
Clarke asking him to come to the Fed- 
eral building and furnish bond for $500, 
which he did, the bond being signed be- | 
fore Cemmissioner Colquitt Carter by a 
friend, A. O. Davis, in advance of 
Clarke’s arrival. . 

It was charged that Clarke had a 
‘“rake-off '' on bonds required of all 
high officials of the klan. It was>as- 
serted that while the premium on a 
$1,000 bond was actually $1.80, Clarke 


caused a charge of $5 to be made. 

“Tt is an effort of my enemies to 
discredit the klan,’’ Clarke charged. 
“It is alse a personal attack on me.”’

Back of the Murdered 
Rector’s Hands. 


KILLED BY A SINGLE BULLET 


Mills, Who Said He Saw Mrs. 
Hall Once on Sept. 15, Now 
Makes It Four Times. 


Evidence that the Rev. Dr. Edward W. 
Halli, the slain Jersey rector, put up a 
fight before he was killed, was revealed 
yesterday when an autopsy was per- 
formed on the clergyman’s body at the 
Kings County Morgue, Brooklyn. There 
were abrasions on the back of his hands, 
which, according to a physiclan present 
at the autopsy, may have been 
caused by striking his assailant or other- 
wise trying to defend himself, The au- 
topsy established that Dr. Hall was 
killed by one bullet, apparently of .32 
calibre, which entered his head above 
the right temple and took a downward 
course, coming out at the back of his 
neck near his left ear. 

Dr. Runkel F. Hegeman, physician and 
surgeon of Somerville, N. J., performed 
the autopsy. Assisting him were Dr. 
Arthur L. Smith, physician and surgeon 
of New Brunswick, N. J., and Dr. John 
T. Leahey, Coroner of Somerset County, 
N. J. Others present were Dr. .E. I. 
Cronk, Health Officer of New Bruns- 
wick; Coroner John V. Hubbard of Mid- 
dlesex County; Prosecutor Beekman of 
Somerset County, Dr. William H. Long, 
County Physician of Somerset County; 
Police Lieutenant John Ferguson of New 
Brunswick, Detective George Totten of 
Somerset County, Dr. Mortimer 
Jones, Superintendent of Kings County 
Hospital, Brooklyn; Dr. Thomas I. 
Price, Assistant Superintendent of the 
hospital; Dr. Ernest M. Vaughan, medi- 
cal expert for District Attorney John 
E. Ruston of Brooklyn, and Policeman 
Daniel Mulady of the Snyder Avenue 
Station, Brooklyn. 


Bullet Went Through Head. 


The body was removed from the Stev- 
ens family vault in Greenwood Ceme- 
tery at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 
It was accompanied to the morgue by 
Lieutenant Ferguson and Policeman 
Mulady. Before the metal casket was 
taken out the crypt workmen chipped 
away brick and mortar sealing the crypt. 
Dr. Hegeman began the autopsy at 2:45 
o'clock. Newspapermen, by reason of 
objections made by Police Lieutenant 
Ferguson of New Brunswick, were 
barred from witnessing the autopsy. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock Dr. Hegeman 
emerged from the morgue building and 
gave out the following statement: 

‘We found nothing particularly new. 
Dr. Hall was killed by a bullet which 
entered his head near the right temple 
and came out at the back of the neck 
on the left side. The point of exit was 


three and a half incies lower than the 
entrance. The bullet went through the 
brain and was apparently of .32 calibre. 
‘‘ There were no other bullet wounds 
on the body. There were a few small 
abrasions un his hands and the left 
wrist. These abrasions might have been 
caused by contact with bushes or they 
might have been caused in a struggle. 
There was no mutilation of the body.”’ 


Searched for Wound. 


There were rumors that there was 
another bullet wound. Dr. Hegeman 
admitted that he probed for a bullet in 
the right leg, but he said that he found 
there a superficial abrasion of the skin, 


but it was no bullet wound. He also 
deniéd that there was any other bullet 
wound in the right side of the head 
except the one he found over the right 
temple. 

Dr. Hegeman would not say positively 
that the abrasions on Dr, Hall’s hands 
were the result of a struggle. ‘* They 
may have been,’’ he said, when ques- 
tioned further on this_ point. The 
abrasions on the back:of Dr. Hall's left 
wrist were apparently caused when his 
body fell to the ground aftér the fatal 
shot was ‘fired, another. physician 
thought. It was explained that the bul- 
let fired by the assailant penetrated the 
upper and lower brains of Dr. Hall and 
that when a person is shot in this man- 
ner he falls backward. The assailant 
was'less than three feet from his victim 
when he fired the shot. 

The body was taken back to the ceme- 
tery crypt at Greenwood Cemetery im- 
mediately after the autopsy.

BACK TO CONSTANTINOPLE 


British Cabinet Called to Act on 


New Crisis—Diplomats Try to 
Smooth Over the Trouble. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 5 (Asso- 
clated Press).—Abruptly, though not 
unexpectedly, the Mudania conference 
came to a halt this afternoon. When 
it will be resumed is a matter of con- 
jecture. 

To some it appeared tonight that the 
conference was at an end, but there is 
expectation that the diplomats will make 
a strong effort to smooth out the diffi- 
culties tomorrow. 

The question of the evacuation of 
Thrace was the cause of the rupture in 
the conference, it was announced late 
tonight. The attitude of the Turks and 
the Greeks was very bellicose, threaten- 
ing the success of the conference. 

Ismet Pasha, in a fiery mood, upset 
the conference today. He declared that 
the Turkish Army must enter Trace im- 
mediately, and his tone was determined 
and defiant. 

General Harington attempted to rea- 
son with him after the fashion which 
proved so effective in dealing with minor 
preliminaries, but Ismet was adamant. 


Hint of Force by Turkish Agent. 


‘Turkey has set her heart on Thrace 
and must have it immediately,’’ said 
Ismet Pasha. ‘‘ We will have it peace- 
fully, if possible,’’ he added, then paused 
for a minute to make more effective his 
next deliberate phrase—‘‘ but, if not 
peacefully, we have the means to en- 
force our determination. And we must 
do it-and shall do it.” 

Ismet’s. position was completely at 
variance with the basis of the allied 
nott, which is the basis of the negotia- 
tions General. Harington explained, 
partly to the Turkish leader ahd partly 
to the allied associates. 

General Mombelli endorsed and sup- 
ported the British general's statements 
forcefully, when suddenly a new bomb- 
shell was thrown into the gathering by 
General Charpy, the French representa- 
tive, who announced abruptly that he 
had been instructed by his Government 
to support the Turkish demands. 

General Charpy was- followed hy M. 
Franklin-Bouillon, the special French 
envoy, who. similarly supported the 
Turkish position, explaining with some 
rhetorical effect that ‘‘ France places a 
different interpretation on the terms of 
the allied note than her confréres.’’ 

It was evident that the allied camp 
was divided against itself and that the 
situation had become untenable. | 

The British and Italian delegates con- 
ferred together for a moment, then 
asked that the conference, be adjourned 
until the following day to permit them 
to get new instructions from their Gov- 
ernments. An hour later the Iron Duke, 
the Archimedes and the Edgar Quinet 
were speeding across the Sea of Mar- 
mora with the Generals aboard on their 
way to Constantinople for a protracted 
conference with the high commissioners. | 


Greeks Defy Their Foes. Ms 


There was another interesting side to 
today’s conference. The Greek dele- 
gates also had spoken during the early 
afternoon, and they brought no palm 
of peace. They threw down the gaunt- 
let of defiance, declaring that the Greek 
army was ready and willing to fight for 
Thrace, intent on saving the honor of 
Greece. 

General Harington infromed The 
Associated Press correspondent that the 
British and Italian delegates had re- 
4Aurned for further instructions from the 
allied commissioners regarding the ex- 
tent of Turkey's jurisdiction in Eastern 
Thrace before the peace conference. 

‘‘The French had wider powers from 
their Government’ than we or the 
Italians had,’’ he said. ‘‘ We therefore 


adjourned. to ,consult our respective 
Governments. We meet tonight with the 
allied high commissioners and will re- 
turn to Mudania at noon tomorrow.’’ 
This morning’s official communiqu 
summarizing yesterday's Mudania con- 
ference said a general desire was shown 
for moderation and conciliation.

30 10 50 PERISH 
IN CANADIAN FIRES 


6,000 Made Homeless by Forest 
Flames That Raze 6 Towns 
in Ontario and Quebec. 


LOSS REACHES MILLIONS 


Towns North of Montreal Are 
Menaced by the Flames in 
Quebec Province.

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 5,—At least 
a score of persons dead, 6,000 are 
homeless and damage amounting to 
more .than $8,000,000 was caused 
when forest fires swept the Dis- 
trict of Temiskaming in the past 
twenty-four hours, destroying the coun- 
ty seat, Haileybury, the adjacent vil- 
lages of North Cobalt and Argentine 
and the more northerly towns of Chari- 
ton, Englehart, Thornloe, Unohark, and 
part of New Liskeard. Numerous small 
fires merged themselves into one 
gigantic ‘conflagration, which fanned by 
a strong southwest wind wiped oft the 
central section of the’ district. 

At the same time fierce forest fires 
were raging down the St. Maurice Val- 
fey and at several other points in the 
Province of Quebec, which reports the 
“‘-worst fires in years.’’ There also the 
damage is great and villages north of 
Montreal lie in the path of the flames. 

Quebec advices count more than thirty 
dead in Ontario and Quebec provinces. 
The total may reach 50. 

The most important area of Northern 
Ontario is now a desert. Its leading 
towns, finest farm lands, homes and im- 
portant mining camps have been devas- 
tated and the terror-stricken inhabitants 
have fled for safety. The terror of the 
north country has again struck and with 
a deadliness equaled only by the Mathe- 
son fire of 1916. Rain is now falling 
and the greatest danger is past. 

Northern Ontario lends itself to forest 
fires, as it is covered by a dense growth 
of small inflammable timber. Frequent- 
ing this wilderness are. hundreds of trap- 
pers and prospectors and fires are in- 
evitable. Thirty days of parching 
drought prepared the country yesterday 
for the sweep of the flames beginning, 
probably, from a neglected camp fire or 
a carelessly thrown match or cigarette. 


Flames Spread Rapidly. 


The fire swept on with great rapidity 
down through the mining camps to the 
farming helt and to the town of Hailey- 
bury. People -had to leave their homes 
and household goods and the work of 
many years and flee like refugees of 
war before the roaring horror of the 
rushing flames. There was no time to 
think. Fathers left their work and 
sought to find in their homes families 
that had already fled. Mothers took to 
the ‘high road weeping for the children 
they could not find. . Helpless children 
were picked up by strangers and rushed 
south to safety. Lives were lost. It is 
not possible yet to say how -many. It 
will pr®bably be days before the full toll 
is reckoned, so savagely sudden did 
death and destruction strike. 


Yesterday the town of MHaileybury, 
fronting on Lake Temiskaming, was the 
little metropolis of the mining north, 
with a population of 3,500. Today 
it- is a charred and smouldering patch 
on the hillside. All that remains is a 
block or two of homes on the slopes of 
the lake shore road. All around them is 
desolation and despair, familiar land- 
marks are gone and the population has 
fied or is dead.

Social Welfare. 


‘The members of the Republican 
Press Bureau found their greatest dif- 
ficulty in dressing the Governor up for 
re-election with any substantial contri- 
bution to the public welfare along well 
defined lines. In October of 1921, . be- 
fore his advisers told him that he would 
have to make some step in the direction 
of social welfare, he had it confounded 
entirely with the charitable ‘ activities 


of the State. In his speech in Buffalo 
he said ‘I think the people fail, as a 
rule, to appreciate how much the State 
has done in the field of public welfare. 
Of the budget of $135,000,000, more than 
half goes to the direct work of State 
charities.’ 

‘“‘Nothing could be more ridiculous 
than the Republican State Committee 
claim backed up by a statement from 
the Governor himself that ‘the last 
Legislature has enacted more laws to 
promote real social welfare than have 
been proposed even during all the time: 
that pm der baggy and demagogues have 
been giving lip service to what they | 
call social welfare.’ The Governor must | 
know that all the welfare measures of 
any importance enacted in this State in| 
twenty years were enacted under Demo- 
cratic administrations and while he, in 
his speech, failed to specify, I will 
enumerate them. : 

“The Workmen's Compensation Act; 
the Fifty-Four Hour Law for Women;|\ 
the bills prohibiting child labor in the 
canneries of the State; the bill pro- 
hibiting night work by women; the One 
Day of Rest in Seven Law; the Widows’ 
Pension Bill; the Child Welfare Act; the 
Emergency Rent Laws; the reorgani- 
zation of the Health Department, mak- 
ing it a live, active agency in: the in- 
terest of the public health, rather than 
a bureau of statistics; the bills for bet- 
ter protection from fire in factories; the 
abolition of female employment in 
foundries; the compulsory installation 
of rest rooms for women in factories 
and mercantile establishments.

first year was more costly tosthe tax- 
payer than was my last year, and in 
fact was the most costly in the history 
of the State. 

“Tt is but a natural thing for the 
man on the street, when he hears of 
great economy in the administration of 
State affairs, to ask the simple ques- 
ticn, ‘ Where is it reflected and in what 
way do I get the bénefit?' The State 
raises money for itself in two ways: one 
by indirect taxation and one by direct. 
The direct tax is levied against real and 
personal property and personal incomes. 
Indirect taxes are levied on certain busi- 
ness transactions and estates of deceased 
persons. 

“There has been no real yr in 
any of the State taxes. We are Paying 
our income tax now at the same rate} 
that we paid them two years before. In 
fact, one form, that levied against the 
owners of automobiles, has been in- 
creased and the State has reached out 
to tax a new industry—moving pictures. 
There has been a _ reduction in the 
amcunt of the direct tax against realty, 
put that does not represent a saving, 
because the difference is being taken 
from the State’s surplus. 

“A man would realize no economy in 
his business if to effect a small saving 
out of his annual income he accom- 
plished that saving by drawing against 
his bank account for expenses. Repub- 
licarn press bureaus, Republican orators, 
Republican newspapers and the Gov- 
ernor himself can shout economy from 
the housetops, but that cannot change 
official figures. The real fact is that 
Jovernor Miller’s two years in office 
ecst the taxpayers of this State $44,-

Public Health. 


‘Universal recognition has been ac- 
corded to the importance of protecting 
and preserving the public health. Pre- 
vention of sickness is as vital, if not 
more so, than the cure of disease. The 
picture painters of the Republican State 
Committee have tried to show the Gov- 
ernor in the réle of reaching out to pro- 
tect the mother and the child in infancy.

IN CANADIAN FIRES

Puts the Dead at Thirty. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
A death toll of more than thirty per- 


sons is certain, it is reported tonight, 
in the brush and forest fires which are 
raging over widely separated areas in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec. 

Although the fires which razed six 
mining towns in the Haileybury district 
in Northeastern Ontario are reported 
checked, timberland in the St. Maurice 
Valley, in Quebec, is ablaze tonight, fires 
spreading south and southeast toward 
this city and the villages lying north of 
Montreal in what is described as) 
** Canada’s worst conflagration.”’ 

Peat bogs are ablaze in the Quebec 
marshes, and Gustave C. -Piche, Chief 
Forester of the Province, who is direct- 
ing the Governn-ent fire fighters, sald 
tonight that even in the event of a 
heavy rain, it would take days to com- 
pletely extinguish the outbreaks. 

The extent of the area ablaze in St. 
Maurice Valley has not been estimated, 
the fires burning far to the north, in re- 
goss sparsely populated. The entire 

urning area spreads over the two Prov- 
inces of Quebec and Ontario fan-shaped, 
with the three cities of Ottawa, Quebec 
and Montreal to the south. Of these 
three, Montreal is probably the nearest 
to the larger fires. 

Port Neuf, to the north of Montreal, is 
threatenefi by the St. Maurice River 
fires. Reports reaching here state that 
a large fire is burning between Riviere- 
a-Peu and Rosseau’'s Mills and threatens 
to sweep through the forest areas of 
Notre Dames des Anges, 

Dispatches from the fire-fighting 
forces in St. Maurice Valley state that 
the largest property damage there has 
been to commercial structires, particu- 
larly maple sugaries. 

The fire in this district has reached 
Shawenegan, where many _ buildings 
used for the storage of ‘fodder have | 
been razed: In the opinion of M. Piche, 
the conflagration is most dangerous at 
this point at the present time, and all 
fire-fighting forces in this and neighbor- 
ing proyinces are being rushed into the 
valley. 

Farmers working in a potato field on 
the outskirts of Haileybury late Tues- 
day afternoon started a rubbish fire, ac- 
cording to one report, to burn dried po- 
tato tops. Tonight, as a result, but 
twenty homes stand in the picturesque 
lake town. From the potato patch the 
fire spread to bushes and then to neigh= 
boring woods, which were dry as tinder. 
Soon the fire was beyond human control 
and was not checked until six of the 
mining settlements which dot the area 
were destroyed. 








ers get off to reach the Larder Lake 
section, the fire carried desolation. 
Here and there had lived farmers of the 
clay belt, but now the fruit of their 
pioneer labors is wiped out. All over 
the district there are death and weeping. 

Altogether 5,000 people are said to be 
homeless in the stricken district along 
the strip of the T. & N. O. Railroad. 
The total loss of property between Co- 
balt and Englehart is estimated at %8,- 
000,000. That-of Haileybury alone will 
exceed $2,000,000, 

Haileybury was a prosperous town, 
in which lived mining men, engineers, 
prospectors and their families.

There 
was a Catholic hospital—the Hospital 
de la Providence—six churches, schools,

the bishop’s palace. Three hotels, four 
banks, a saw mill, two lumber mills and 
@ pulp plant. 

For days the haze of smoke had been 
hovering over the town from bush fires 
burning spasmodically all week along 
the railroad. It was annoying, but 
nothing to worry about. How could the 
town with its surrounding farms be 
menaced, people said. But about noon 
yesterday a great gale sprang up and 
soon flames were sweeping nearer and 
nearer to the town.

Ismet Pasha is a thin man of medium 
size and‘wears a tight-fitting uniform, 
reminiscent of his German military 
training. He has a beardless face, white 
hair and keen gray eyes, but the most 
striking characteristic is his slow and 
deliberate manner, He never smiles and 
is the embodiment of solemnity. He is 
more than slightly dear, usually sitting 
at a table with his hand to his ear 
and turned intently toward the speaker. 

It is noticed that his deafness fre- 
quently increases at periods, especially 
when he feels that a repetition of a 
phrase or a sentence might score for his 
side. On several occasions he has even 
asked to have phrases written in order 
to make sure that he understood clearly. 

He js 52 years old, and speaks Franch 

| and German, but not English. He was 
Enver Pasha’s Chief of Staff during the 
World War, and was regarded by former 
Emperor William of Germany as one of 
the five most brilliant Turkish officers. 
He is a graduate of Potsdam, whic. is 
the West Point of the old Germany, He 
Wears a breast full of decorations from 
oe neral, Powers.

Washington Discredits Report That 
Kemalists Fired on Destroyer.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Lacking of- 
ficial confirmation, officials of the State 
}and Navy Departments tonight were 
inclined to doubt the accuracy of the 
report that an American destroyer had 
| been fired upon by the Kemalists while

The Greek Legation received today 
such a report after a similar report had 
been carried yesterday from Athens in 
a Reuter dispatch. Officials pointed out 
that both versions of the incident came 
from Greek sources and that Admiral 
Bristol, American High Commissioner 
at Constantinople, would certainly have 
reported ‘such an incident as the firing 
on an American destroyer if it had come 
to his attention. The State Department 
today received routine dispatches from 
Admiral Bristol, dated as late as yes- 
terday, and these made no mention of 
the firing upon any American vessel.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—The Mudania con- 
ference has reached a deadlock. Gen- 
eral Harington after this morning’s ses- 
sion went to Constantinople to ask for 
further instructions from the British 
Government because orf points of diffi- 
culty that had arisen. 

He sent a long wireless message to 


London and the Cabinet Ministers who 
had adjourned till tomorrow after a 
meeting in the afternoon were hurriedly 
summoned together again late tonight 
to consider it. They sat for nearly two 
hqurs, at the end of which it was an- 
nounced that unfortunately General 
Harington’s wireless message had only 
been received in part. There were sec- 
tions of it missing and the Cabinét did 
not know what was the exact position 
or General Harington’s own view. They 
have therefore wired to him to repeat 
the message and await instructions. 

No official statement has been made 
as regards the difficulties mentioned In 
General Harington’s message, but it is 
understood they reveal a very unsatis- 
factory state of affairs owing to the 
irreconcilable attitude of the Turkish 
delegates. 

The inference jis drawn that the 
Turkish Generals have gone outside the 
exact subjects which were laid down for 
the consideration of this military con- 

; ference. In particular it seems pretty 
; clear that questions connected with 
Eastern Thrace are being dragged into 
the conference. 


Reported Terms Kemal Agreed To. 


Referring to reports current in London 
early in the day that the Allies and 


Turks had reached agreement, The Daily 
Herald says the reported terms were 
those on which Kemal and Franklin 
Bouillon agreed at Smyrna and it quotes 


its Constantinople correspondent: 

“'The general aspects of the Mudania 
conference were settled at the Kemal- 
Franklin Bouillon meeting at Smyrna 
on Saturday last. The Turkish policy, 
in which Franklin Bouillon on behalf of 
the Allies concurred in principle, com- 
prised the following:

Reported Terms of Armistice. 

SMYRNA, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
The agreement which has been reached 
‘at the Mudania conference between the 

allied and Turkish delegates, according 

to Mudania messages received here, was 
communicated to the Creek delegates, 
who expressed dissatisfaction with it, 
declaring themselves not empowered to 
reply and that they must have instruc- 
tions from Athens. 
The messages state the agyeement 
1 provides that the Allies and Turks are 
to evacuate the neutral region of the 
Dardanelles; that the Allies will continue 
their occupation of Constantinople dur- 
ing the peace conference, and that they 
accept the re-establishment of the Na- 
tionalist civil Government in the depart- 
ments of Constantinople and Chanak. 

The advices state that the further 
terms are that the Greeks are to evac- 
uate Thrace within nine days after this 
decision is communicated to Athens, 
| and that the Nationalist troops are to 
occupy Eastern Thrace, but that a zone 
of ten kilometers on each bank of the 
Maritza shall be neutralized and occupied 
by the Allies, with the Nationalists im- 
mediately to administer Thrace. 

In case of Greek opposition the agree- 
ment provides, the dispatches declare, 
that the Allies are to permit Turkish 
troops to occupy Eastern Thrace mili- 
tarily, while the Allies. take diplomatic 
and other measures to compel the Athens 
Government to accept the terms. 








British to Hold Chanak. 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
It is denied officially that there is any 
foundation for the reports that an ar- 
rangement has been made for British 
withdrawal from the Chanak zone. On 
this point the Government's attitude is 
unchanged. 

Kandra, which is reported to have been 
occupied by Turkish cavalry, is outside 
the neutral zone as established by the 
declaration of the Allies in May, 1921. 
Kandra lies about sixty-five miles from 
Constantinople, 

According to the latest reports the 
Greek General Nider has gone to 
Thrace to assume command of the troops, 
and it is reported that two Greek troop 
trains have left Salontki for Adrianople. 


PARIS, Oct. 5.—Tewfik Pasha, Grand 
Vizier of the Constantinople Govern- 
ment, has informed the Turkish Nation- 
alist Government at Angora, says a 
Havas Constantinople dispatch, that he 
and the Constantinople Government 
were ready to conform with the Angora 
Government's desires in every respect. 

It is believed, however, adds the mes- 
sage, that the Sultan will retain the 
throne until peace is signed. 


Kemal Threatens More Force. 


ANGORA, Oct. 5 (Associated Press,— 
In an address before the National As- 
sembly. Mustapha Kemal Pasha said {t 


was the desire of the Nationalists to se- 
cure the National aims without blood- 
| shed. This peaceful policy was inter- 
| preted by Turkey’s enemies, he asserted, 
as an indication of weakness, and the 
Nationalist army had to attack. The 
offensive was well prepared and would 
be carried out and crowned with sue- 
cess. 

““We have won the highest prestige 
throughout the world,’’ he continued, 
“‘and it is certain that the beneficent

We will not actually be forced 
to obtain this oy war if the enemy is 
expelled from Thrace, but if necessary 
we shall resort to military operations,’’ 


WANT THRACE A STATE. 





Refugees Ask for Government Un- 
der Protection of the League. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 5 (Associated 
Press).—An autonomous State of Thrace, 


including both Eastern and Western 
Thrace, under the protection of the 
League of Nations, has been demanded 
by a vote of 30,000 refugees of Tnrace 
now in Bulgaria. The resolution passed 
by them points out that the economic 
unity of ‘Thrace cannot pve atvided with- 
out injury to a large part of the popu- 
lation. 

The resolution also empnasizes that 
in case of the partition of Thrace a 
large number of refugees will be un- 
able to return to their homes and must 
see themselves, as in the past, con- 
demned to exile. Besides an autono- 
mous Thrace, the resolution asks for 
a guarantee of the Straits of the Dar- 
danelles and of the northwest coast of 
Thrace. 


GREEKS APPEAL ‘TO AMERICA. 


Ask Our Help to Keep Thrace or to 
Protect Greeks There. 


ATHENS, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
A delegation of Greek deputies repre- 
senting districts of Thrace today, vis- 
ited Jefferson Caffery, the American 
Chargé d’Affaires, and asked him to 
transmit a request to Washington that 
.the American Government use its in- 
fluence with the allied Governments tu 
revise the proposed Turko-Greek peace 
terms and especially to keep the Turks 
out of Thrace.

Commissioners on that account have 
been most careful not to interfere. 

“Yet there has been talk of Franklin- 
Bouillon’s activities there. Although 
his status is far from clear, he cannot 
be said to represent three Entente Gov- 
éernments, and there is no reason why 
France alone should be represented 
otherwise than militarily. Moreover, 
Franklin-Boulllon bas been rother too 
intimately associated with the Kemalist 
plan of ‘infiltration’ into Eastern Thrace 
—through civilian administration gen- 
darmerie and other channels—before the 
conclusion of peace for his presence to 
serve as ather than an encouragement 
to the more extreme demands of the An- 
gora representatives. 

“The Turk’s characteristics as a nego- 
tiator are familiar and would seem to 
have been once more illustrated in the 
present instance. According to some re- 
ports, no effort was spared to enlarge 
the terms. of reference of the conference 
for the purpose of converting it from am 
military and armistice parley into a pre- 
liminary peace conference of a political 
character. Tentative agenda were sought

‘* When the problem of Eastern Thrace 
was tackled Ismet Pasha immediately 
contrived to raise the administrative 
issue by a speech on alleged Greek out- 
rages in Thrace. He also touched upon 
a number of considerations which were 
really matters for the peace conference 
proper. 

‘‘ Most significant, although not unex- 
pected, is the demand ascribed to him 
for complete military and naval sover- 
eignty of Turkey, or, in other words, 
for Turkey’s right to maintain as large 
an army as she pleases and to raise it 
by conscription. 4 

‘Similarly the claim to an unrestrict- 
ed Turkish navy on which the Angora 
Premier Radvf Bey is stated to set 
much store has a direct bearing upon 
the freedom of the Straits.”’ 

The London Times says; 

‘‘ Were a surmise on such a subject 
permissible, some persons might feel 
tempted to imagine that possibly the 
presence of M. Franklin-Boutllon may 
not have tended to promote thé smooth 
dispatch of business. There is real jJan- 
ger lest a man of his perfervid charac- 
ter and antecedents in such a position 
as he now fills may involuntarily and 
unconsciously mislead the Turkish sol- 
diers into the delusion that the Allies 
are prepared to make concessions which 
lthey can not and will not make. :

Reply to Allied Invitation. 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
Toward the close of this afternoon's 
Cabinet council, the Foreign Office_re- 
ceived a summary of the Angora Gov- 
ernment’s reply to the allied invitation 
to a peace conference. The reply said: 

“The Angora Government appreciates 
the desire for a just and durable peace. 
The allied note touches on two sets of 
facts, namely, the present military sit- 
uation and negotiations for a treaty of 
€ ace. 
pe The Mudania meeting will -deal 
with our point of view regarding the 
| military situation. wnich we communi- 
cated in ovr note of Sept. 29, and its 
decision will be executed in all respects. 

“As to the peace negotiations, we 
agree to send representatives and ne- 
gotiate a treaty between Turkey, Greece 
and the Allies. As the Allies admit the 
possibility of meeting elsewhere than in 
Venice, we suggest that the conference 
meet on Oct. 20 in Smyrna. ‘ 

‘‘ Besides the four great powers and 
Greece, only two States [Rumania and 
Jugoslaviaf are invited to the confer- 
ence, not bécause they are belligerents, 
but presumably because they are most 
interested in certain questions to be set- 
tled by the treaty of peace. 

‘““The only ‘portant question of this 
kind is the future control of the Strrits. 
We cannot but express surprise that 
Russia, the Ukraine and Georgia, who 
| are deeply interested in this, should not 
have been invited, as the participation 
of these three States would help to mak» 
the settlement more lasting and avoid 
all future cause for conflict. 

‘“We definitely propose that. they 
should be invited in the same way as 
the other two States. alrea‘iy invited by 
the Allies, and we hope that the invi- 
tation will be addressed to them before 

the conference. 

‘“* We thank the Allies for recognizing 
our rights in Thrace. There is no dis- 
agreement in principle regarding the 
freedom of the Strairs. 
cure the safety of Constantinople and 
the Sea of Marmora, and the safeguard- 
ing of minorities within the limits com- 
patible, either with the independence or 
the sovereignty of Turkey, exigencies 
of an effective settlement in the Near 
East. 

‘“We will in due course make known 
our views regarding our admission into 
the League of Nations. 

‘We are glad to note the renewed as- 
j}surances regarding the evacuation of 
| Constantinople by allled troops. We are 
convinced that the Allies appreciate the 





-j|impatience with which we await the re- 


alization of the promised evacuation. 

‘* We are impressed by the appeal with 
which the allied note concludes and can 
assure the Allies of our loyal and sin- 
cere assistance in re-establishing and 
maintaining peace.”’ 

The Cabinet did not take the reply un- 
der advisement, leaving this matter for 
tomorrow's meeting. 


OUR CONSUL’S STATUS 
IN SMYRNA QUESTIONED 


He Had Been Accredited to Greeks 
—Seeks Americans Held 
by Tarks. 


SMYRNA, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
The exact status of the American Con- 
sulate General here will come before the 
National Assembly at Angora this week 
for discussion. 

It has been a matter of increasing 
importance for the last ten days owing 
to the desire of the Consular officers to 
visit the Turkish prison camps to ascer- 
tain whether any American citizens are 
among the Greek civilians rounded up in 
Smyrna and vicinity. Be 

At least fifty of such alleged cases 
have been reported to the Consulate or 
the Relief Committee, and it is import- 
ant that the complainants be found be- 
fore their deportation into the interior, 
where they would be extremery difficult 
to trace. 

The question at issue is whether the 
American Consular officials ovina 
accredited to the Greek régime shall 
automatically assume a similar relation 
to the new Goverinment. It was hoped 
that the Turkish Nationalists would con- 
oede this as a temporary working basis, 
but thus far the local authorities have 
declined to recognize the Consulate 
General officially, stating they must 
have a ruling from the Angora Cabinet. 

Vice Consul Maynard B. Barnes con- 
ferred informally with the Turkish Na- 
tionalist Premier during the latter's 
visit here, but the Minister declined to 
make a ruling, saying he would refer 
the matter immediately to the National 
Assemblv. 

Meanwhile the Consulate General is 
conducting its official business with the 
Vali, or Governor, through its drago-

The fifty Americans said to be con- 
fined in Turkish prison camps are virtu- 
ally all naturalized citizens, whose exact 
status in most cases will require con- 
siderable investigation both here and in 
Washington, as their passports and 
other papers are gone and the question 
invariably arises whether they have for- 
feited their citizenship by residence of 
more than two years abroad.

Athens Officials Are Said to Be 
Considering an Appeal to Wash- 
Ington for American Support. 


ADRIANOPLE, Oct. 5 (Associated | 
Press).—The great wave of patriotic fer- 
vor which is sweeping over the Greek 
army in Thrace is the most remarkable 
development of the past week here. The | 
revolution in Greece and the abdication | 
of King Constantine had an tmmediate 
reaction on the soldiers, who seemed 
before this to- have lost all their fight- 
ing spirit. The troops now are ap- 
parently rejuvenated and eager for bat- 
tle. 

The choice of the most popular mili- 
tary leader, Colonel Plastiras, as the 
army’s representative at Mudania was 
learned of with enthusiasm by the 
troops, among whom the fiery Colonel 
is the universal idol. He is the inspira- | 
tion of the Thracian army of 70,000| 
men, and there is a widespread feeling | 
that this well-organized and disciplined | 
force may prove a fly in the peace oit- 
ment. 

Among the Greeks the universal talk 
is of the possibility of turning defeat 
into victory by a successful resistance 
of the Turkish invasion.

BRITISH STRENGTHEN | 
POSITION AT CHANAK 


| Turks Fail to Withdraw All Their 
Forces From the Lines as 
Promised.

CHANAK, Oct. 4.—While professing | 
a fervent desire for peace the Turks 
have been preparing for war, and the | 
British, as a measure of precaution, | 
have been forced to embark on counter- 
preparations. They are now ready for | 
all exigencies. Every time they remind | 
the Kemalists, crowding near. the} 
British positions, of the danger that 
bloodshed may result the same old reply 
is received which attempts to throw 
the blame on the British. When Gen- 
eral Marden warned the Kemalists, 
Kemal's representative answered that 
the proximity of the British was caus- 
ing him annoyance, but he would with- 


draw 1,000 yards from the British front 
line. 

That promise like others of Kemal haa 
been but Martially observed. On two 
sections his cavalry was called back, but 
on the third they still are within 300 
yards of the British wire. Kemal’s con- 
centration continues and he is now in 
touch with the infantry. His second 
army, which defeated the Greeks, is a 
day’s march away, while the Kemalist 
artillery is reported a considerable dis- 
tance back. Relying chiefly on bullock 
transport and the main roads having 
been torn up by the British, Kemal’s 
onward artillery march has been slow 
and difficult. Coast roads on the flanks 
are under naval observation and if 
Kemal's guns show signs on these routes 
they will certain receive a peppering 
from the warships. 

General Harington has made prompt 
use of reinforcements and has increased 
the length of his line. He has swung 
forward on the left and inward from 
Nagara Point, taking in the wooded 
eminence which has long been coveted 
by the Kemalists. It is of considerable 
tactical importance in the defense of 
Chanak.

HIDE FINGERMARKS 


- Burglars Use Collodion on Hands 
in Robbing 10 Stores and 
Lofts in Wide Area. 


ALARM WIRES ~- AVOIDED 


$8,000 Gem Stolen From Brooklyn 
Home Recovered—No Ar- 
rests Are Reported. 


Burglars using collodion on _ their 
hands to prevent leaving fingerprints, 
assisted by gangs with autos in which 
to carry away the loot, plundered ten 
stores and loft places in the wide dis- 
trict from Madison Street to West Six- 
‘ tieth Street, during the Jewish religious 
holiday. The total loss was estimated 
at $65,000, though some of the firms 
have not yet completed inventories to 
determine what has been stolen as the 
robberies were not discovered until Tues- 
day morning, when .he aes reopened 
for business.

Three manufacturers of garments and 
furs in the building at 6 West Eight- 
eenth Street were robbed. They were 
the Newman Dress Company, loss

the goods from windows to a small rear 
yard, carried it to the street and took it

that it will be necessary to re- -examine 


those involved. 

Shortly before Mr. Toolan made this 
announcement, Prosecutor Stricker of 
Middlesex County, who has been in ac- 
tive charge of the investigation, al- 
though the bodies were found in Somer- 
set County, said that he was confident 
that the case was nearing a soluition. He 
said that he expected that an arrest 
would be made in-connection with the 
murders shortly, but not necessarily 
within a few hours, 

The autopsy eliminated the theory that 
Mr. Hall and Mrs. Mills had been 
strangled at some place distant from the 
Fhillips farm, near the Raritan River, 
where the bodies were found. Although 
it was reported by the physicians who 
performed the autopsy on the rector’s 
body that but one bullet passed through 
his head, several of the New Jersey offi- 
cials who . «re present declared on their 
return to New Brunswick tonight that a 
second bullet had grazed the lobe of the 
rector’s left ear. These officials also 
declared that there was no doubt in 
their minds but that the clergyman was 
shot from above. 


Rector Not Slashed. 


The autopsy also disposed of a report 


that had been in circulation here for 
two weeks that Mr. Hall, like Mrs. 
Milis, had been slashed with a knife. 
Dr. E. I. Cronk, Health Officer of New 
Brunswick, said on his return from the 
autopsy tonight that there was no knife 
wound on the body of Hall. A con- 
troversy sprang up during the day re- 
garding Dr. Cronk’s original appear- 
ance in the case. 

A few days after the funeral of the 
rector and Mrs. Mills, Dr. Cronk an- 
nounced that the woman had been shot 
three times and the rector once. Dr. 
Cronk added that he had been employed 
to examine the bodies by William BE. 
Florance, counsel for Mrs. Hall, wife 
of the slain clergyman. Mr. Florance 
denied that he employed the physician. 
Dr. Cronk reiterated his assertion 
yesterday but modified it by stating 
that Coroner Hubbard, an undertaker, 
who buried the bodies, asked him to ex- 
amine the bodies after a conversation 
with Mr. Florance over the telephone. 
Hubbard verified this statement today. 


Rector Also Wrote Endearing Letters. 


Prosecutor Beekman of Somerset 
County has in his possession two letters 


which were written in endearing terms 
by the rector to Mrs. Mills shortly be- 
fore the murder. These letters were 
signed “D. T. L.,’’ the abbreviation of 
German sentiment ‘‘ Your True Love.”’ 

Mrs. Mills’s affection for Rector Hall 
was further demonstrated by other let- 
ters which have come into the posses- 
sion of the authorities. 

James Mills, husband of the slain 
woman made an important addition 
today to his statement as to what took 
ese on Friday, Sept. 15, the day fol- 

wing the disappearance of his wife 
and Hall. In his first statement, Mills, 
who is sexton of St. Joseph Church, said 
that he met the rector’s wife at about 
7 o’clock that morning outside the 
church and that when she told him her 
husband had not returned to his home 
the preceding night, he told her that his 
wife was missing. Mrs. Hall subse- 
quently confirmed this statement when 
she was examined in the office of Prose- 
eutor Stricker. 

Mills said today that he met Mrs. Hall 
four times that day. In addition to the 
meeting in front of the church he de- 
clared that he met her again in his home 
in Carman Street at noon and at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, each time, 
Mills said, Mrs. Hall asked him, ‘‘ Have 
you heard anything?’’ Mills said that 
at 7 o’clock that®evening he called at 
Mrs. Hall’s home, five blocks from the 
church and sat on the porch with her 
for some time. Mills showed a letter 
which he received today and which read: 
‘**‘Let your conscience be your «guide. 
Unless you tell all, you will be sorry.” 
The letter bore a New Brunswick post 
mark, 

The authorities have learned that Mr. 
Hall and Mrs. Mills frequently called 
at the drug store of Anthony Robitsek, 
at 4 Easton Avenue, during the Sum- 
mer and drank soda. This store is near 
Buccleugh Park, about three-quarters of 
a mile from the Phillips farm. The drug- 
gist said that their visits were in the 
evening and the last time he saw them 
was the Saturday before their disap- 
pearance.

SAYS GERMANY NEEDS AID 


Gives His 
_ Views on Balkan Situation— 


Former. Ambassador 


Urges Relief for Smyrna. 


Henry W. Morgenthau, former United 
States Ambassador to Constantinople, 
eaid yesterday that by her stand against 
Kemal! Pasha and his hordes at the Dar- 
danelles Great Britain in the last two 
weeks had saved civilization. 

** None of us knows, except those who 
were behind the scenes, what a grand 
piece of work Great Britain did,’’ de- 
clared Mr. Morgenthau. ‘If the Turks 
had been permitted to enter Thrace, not 
peacefully, as they may be permitted to 
do in a.few weeks, but with the de- 
termination to crush the Greeks, the 
Bulgarians would have risen. They 
would have had a revolution, and, it 
seems to me, the Germans would have 
taken courage and would have said: ‘ If 
Kemal with his few untutored soldiers 
can make a stand against the united 
Allies, why can’t we do it?’ ” 

The former Ambassador made his re- 
Marks at the Hotel Commodore, where 
he was guest at a meeting of the Trust 
Company Division of the American 
Bankers’ Association. His address fol- 
lowed one by Alvin W- Krech, President 
of the Equitable Trust Company, who 
discussed present-day conditions in Eu- 
rope. Mr. Morgenthau told of internal 
conditions in Turkey and Germany, and 
asserted that Germany could not possi- 
bly continue under present circumstances 
‘‘with the Allies sitting on her head 
and demanding that she get up and pay 
them.” He likened those in power in 
Turkey to leaders in Tammany Hall 
who were anxious to retain their posi- 
tion at any cost. They determined on 
anarchy, he said, rather than obey the 
Sultan, who _was in the power of the 
Allies,

“When I was asked this morning to 
come here and say a few words,”’ said 
Mr. Morgenthau, ‘‘I could not refuse 
because once upon a time I also was 
President of a trust company. I had 
a few minutes with Mr. House [Presi- 
dent of the Trust Company Division] 
and he thought you would be interested 
in knowing something about the Near 
East. I listened with as much and per- 
haps even more interest than some of 
you to the splendid address of Mr. 
Krech, and I agree with practically all

We men, as trust com- 
pany men, know that if we have a bad 
debtor and we are strong enough and 
can be honest to our stockholders and 
to our depositors and to ourselves, and 
we feel we can collect any of it, or only 
a small portion of it, we won't carry it 
as an asset on our books—we will can- 
cel it or reduce it. 

‘“*T have been in Germany and I had 
the privilege of visiting Krupp’s factory. 
I saw these people at work and I talked 
with the managers and received a 
thorough explanation of how they. con- 
verted their factory, the biggest group 
I ever had seen, into a locomotive fac- 
tory in four months and were turning 
out one locomotive a day. I visited the 
place where they made the turrets for 
the submarines, and I saw men making 
great big pipes for the nitrate plants of 
Germany. I asked them how long it 
would take to reconvert Krupp’s estab- 
lishment for war purposes. ‘They told 
me not quite as long as it took them to 
construct it:or change it for civil pur- 
poses. .I found Germany, with their 
marks depreciated, in a position impos- 
sible to continue to do business much 
longer. 


Bulgaria Ready to Jump In.

made the treaty of Angora and agreed | 


in that treaty that she would not fight 
the Turk. Italy also made a treaty in 
which she agreed to turn over her mu- 
nitions which she had in Turkey, and 
not fight against the Turks. Greece, 
which was making this great fight, en- 
couraged by the other powers at the be- 
ginning, had to fight on, and was de- 
feated not because the Greek Army was 
weak, but because King Constantine 
took control of the Government and*re- 
placed a very able general by one who, 
I am reliably informed, though I have 
not the absolute evidence, was an in- 
mate of a lunatic asyluni for two and 
a half years. This man immediately re- 
moved all the good generals and offi- 
cers that Venizelos had put there, and 
furthermore, told them that within a 
month they would be back in Athens 
with their wives and sweethearts.

Nothing was there to stop them from fol- 
lowing the Greeks right into Europe, 
through Thrace, and then to Athens, 
except the British Navy and the British 
General, Harrington. None of us know, 
except those. who were behind the 
scenes, what a grand piece of work 
Great Britain did again. Great Britain 
saved the civilization of the world with- 
in the last two weeks. 

“Great Britain today is standing a 
tremendous strain to protest that which 
we call civilization. Let us realize that 
we are the guardians of civilization. as 
well as Great Britain, and that we have 
to stand back of this and do our share.”’ 


Tells of Smyrna Sufferers. 


In an interview after his address, Mr. 
Morgenthau said that America’s moral 
suasion and financial resources must be 
granted to the sufferers of Smyrna. 
Great Britain, he said, cannot raise 
money for relief at this time. 

‘““The Near East Relief,’’ the former 
Ambassador said, ‘‘ has a splendid or- 
ganization there and is the main relief 


agency in Turkey. It has been feeding 
these people, furnishing doctors, and 
transportation to take them away from 
the destruction, but a ‘great deal of 
money is needed for this work. In sev- 





dred, which President Harding has just 
appointed to assume the financial re- 
sponsibility in behalf of the sufferers, 
will meet and arrange for a series o 
mass meetings at which contributions 
will be solicited.’’ 

Asked whether he thought the Govern- 
ment of the United States should have 
interceded in any way when resolutions 
demanding intervention were passed at 
meetings recently, Mr. Morgenthau re- 
plied: “America should, in strong 
terms, express its disapproval of such 
conduct and use moral suasion. By un- 
dertaking this part of the work she will 
relieve Great Britain of much anxiety. 

‘I believe that Great Britain’s atti- 
tude in the last two weeks, if adhered 
ito, will prevent any serious difficulties. 
| But this thing is far from settled yet. 
A conference is now being held to bring 
about a settlement, but we must remem- 
| ber that any conclusions that are arrive 
at will not settle the situation until the 
'ParHdament at Angora confirms it, 
Kemal Pasha is not at the conference. 
Let us not forget that our peace was 
|}not confirmed by Congress, either.

KRECH BIDS EUROPE 
TRY TO AD HERSELF 


Equitable Trust President Says 
Co-operation Must Replace 
Snarling and Quarrels. 


RELATES LESSON OF SOUTH 


Banker Advises Foreign Nations to 
Cease Criticism of Us and 
Get Together.

Alvin W. Krech, President of the 
Equitable Trust Company, said yesterday 
that America was eager and ready to 
Hip Europe stabilize conditions just as 
soon as the old country did her part 
and replaced ‘‘ the snarling and bicker- 
ings and quarrels ’’ with ‘‘ sound princi- 
ples, mutual understanding and mutual 
co-operation."”” Mr. Krech referred to 
the lesson in our own Civil War, when 
the South recovered quickly after its 
currency had been wiped out, and its 
obligations‘repudiated, through the fact 
that it was a part of the greatest inter- 
state free trade area in the. world. 

**I believe and hope,’’ he said, ‘“that 

Europe will sooner or later profit by 
this lesson in our history. * * * It 
is high time that Europe should cease 
her criticism of the aloofness of the 
United States and that the various na- 
| tions get together for their mutual in- 
terests. America is very little inclined 
to play a part in the European con- 
cert, and when she receives the flatter 
ing invitatlon of assuming leadership 
she must refuse to accept the baton 
of a guest conductor. But America will 
not withhold her co-operation from a 
Europe that shows some sense of Euro- 
pean community.”’ 
Mr. Krech made these remarks in the 
pcomes of a speech he delivered at a 
meeting of the Trust Company Division 
of the American Bankers’ Association 
| at the Hotel Commodore. He took for 
his subject ‘‘ Keeping Faith With 
Kurope.’” He declared this faith would 
be kept. 


Europe Must Do Its Part. 


“America, a young creditor nation 
with enormous sums of money flowing 
back to her in the form of interest and 
sinking fund payments,”’ said Mr. Krech, 
“will necessarily be on the lookout for 
|safe and profitable reinvestment oppor- 
|tunities. The problem of finding mar- 
|kets for her exportable surplus of goods 
| will be paralleled by a not less vital one 
|—the finding of employment for her ex- 
|portable surplus of credit. Not in the 
|form of gigantic international loans—I 
;must confess that my imagination stalls 
; when they are under discussion—but the 
;future holds for the American investor 
counties attracted opportunities which, 
jas time goes on, he cannot afford to 
| neglect, if once Europe gets together on 
|safe, sane and practical lines. That 
| such movement is going on on the 
;Continent {s without question. There 
| are innumerable instances where these 
|silent forces—constructive, friendly, co- 
| operative—are actively at work. A loan

enemies; German Treasury Notes as- 
sumed by British and Dutch banks; a

| Mr. Krech spoke of the attitude of 
Svme persons in America that nothing 
neea worry us in the present European 
situation. With empty kerosene cans 
bearing an American trade-mark scat- 
tered over the plains of Thibet; with 
| Calcutta and Paris preferring Los 
Freeper films or Detroit motors; with

great quantities of gold and agricul- 
j tural products in America, and with 
wages here high as compared with those 
in Kurope, there had. been statements 
made, he said, that not even a violent 
disruption of our export business could 
affect this nation’s prosperity. 

“A very sweeping and asserting state- 
ment,” declared Mr. Krech, ‘‘ which 
everything in our national economy dis- 
proves. 

“ The question uppermost:in my mind 
is, how long is impoverished Europe go- 
ing to continue to take our goods, keep- 
ing in mind besides that our impover- 
ished foreign customers will practically 
be forbidden the approuecr of the Amer- 
ican markets by the erection of our 
tariff wall. For the first seven months 
of this year, preceding the erection of 
our latest tariff wall, our excess export 
balance hed already shrunk from $1,361,- 
000,000 of the previous year, to $455,000,- 
000( or approximately 35 per cent., the 
high of our excess exports balance be- 
ing $2,671,000,000 in tre year 1919. 

“There is nothing more fatal for any 
country than to have on its hands an 
unexportable surplus—whether that sur- 
plus consists of commodities or credits, 
some of our friends to the contrary not- 
withstanding, Surely, on purely prac- 
tical and selfish grounds, we are vitally 
interested in the restoration of European 
solvency and in the maintenance of her 
capacity to take from.our abundance. It 
is our plain duty to accelerate the proc- 
ess of her rehabilitation.”’ 


Would Suspend Debt Ten Years. 


Two great rocks which barred our 
road, the speaker continued, were 
reparations and inter-allied debts. Re- 
specting- reparations, Mr. Krech as- 


serted, they touched us but remotely. 
We asked for none and we ‘“ got what 
we asked for.’’ Nor would our can- 
celling Europe’s obligations help any in 
this matter of reparations. 

Regarding the question. of cancella- 
tion, Mr. Krech said that the attitude of 
the American people prohibited any dis- 
cussion on this subject just now. 

** Economically speaking,’’ he said, 
“owe are at present a very much har- 
assed people. The burden of the taxes, 
the difficulties and hardships brought 
upon us by deflation, make it very hard 
for the people at large to examine so 
important a question in the right spirit 
Therefore I propose we take a loaf out 
of Secretary Hughes's book and declare 
a holiday of ten years for our Conti- 
nental allies, during which time the 
debt should be considered as non-exist- 
ent. After the ten years have elapsed 
the question. of cancellation should be 
taken up again. I bélieve that these ten

effects of the debt would create an at- 
mosphere of judicious aloofness. We 
should then be in a much better mood to 
approach so vast a proposition.’’ / 

Mr. Krech said that Europe had been 
unnecessarily. aroused over the action of 
Congress in creating the Foreign Debt 

ommission. 

‘The bill (creating the commission),”’ 
said Mr. Krech, ‘‘is not a categorical 
summons to pay; it is an invitation to 
talk matters over. It undoubtedly 
serves notice to the allied world that our 
people are not in favor of a cancella- 
tion. It does not at all warrant the 
criticism that America is an implacable, 
merciless creditor. The solution I have 
suggested would have this advantage 
over the Funding bill in that it takes 
the question out of the realm of politics 
for a definite period.’’ 


House Speaks on Trust Companies, 


J.. Arthur House, President of the 
Trust Company Division, in his annual 
report, ‘delivered to the meeting just be- 
fore Mr. Krech spdke, dwelt on the tre- 
mendous increase in the number*and re- 
sources of trust companies. 

‘“Twenty-six years ago,’’ he said, 
“‘when the Trust Company Division of 
the American Bankers’ Association was 
organized, there were in the United 


States about 251 trust companies having 
total resources of about $843,713,741. To- 
day there are approximately 2,500 crust 
companies with resourses in excess of 
$12,000,000,000, as shown by ‘statements 
published on June 30, 1921. Just how 
much property. the trust companies of 
the United States hold in their trust de- 
partments Is impossible to state, as pub- 
lication of those figures is not required 
in rnost States, but undoubtedly it is 
far in excess of the banking resources, 
and it is unquestionably a true state- 
ment that the trust companies of the 
United States hold in their banking and 
trust departments more property than 
ef other group of banks in our coun- 
ry.”” 

In the course of his remarks, dealing 
with national conditions, Mr. House de- 
nounced Congress for enacting the bonus 
legislation. 

“‘It draws attention,’’ he said, ‘‘ to the 
utter disregard of our lawmakers to 
the business side of Government. The 
action of President Harding in vetoing 
the bill is to be most highly com- 
mended.’’ 


Hazards of Safe Deposit Business. 


Waldron F. Rand Jr., Vice President 
of the Commonwealth Trust Company 
of Boston, spoke on the ‘‘ Growing Haz- 
ards anda Liabilities of Conducting a 
Safe Deposit Business.’’ Mr. Rand ealled 
attention to the fact that while a bank 
Was not an insurance or guarantor of 
the safety of the contents of its safe 


deposit vaults, the prevailing law of the 
United Statesywas that a bank “is re- 
quired to use that degree of care in the 
safe keeping of the property deposited 
therein which is demanded from a bailee 
for hire in the keeping of valuable prop- 
erty.” 

‘“A bank conducting a safe deposit 
department is legally liable for loss sus- 
tained by a customer,” said Mr. Randa, 
‘‘ arising out of any failure on the part 
of the bank, first, to use the. highest 
standard of safe and vault construction ; 
this, of course, includes the type of keys, 
locks, burglar alarms and the like, and 
second, to maintain the highest stand- 
ard of service and protective efficiency 
in the conduct of the business both dur- 
ing closed hours and open hours."’ 

Francis H. Sisson, Vice President of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York, offered a resolution opposing a 
suggestion that the offices of the Ameri- 
ean Bankers’ Association be moved to 
Washington. By unanimous vote, the 
Trust Company Division put itself on 
record as being against the change from 
New York to Washington. 

Just before the meeting closed, Theo- 
dore G. Smith, Vice 
Central Union Trust Company

division, was chosen President. Evans 
Woollen, President of the Fletcher Sav- 
ings and Trust Company of 
Indianapolis, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, was selected for Vice Presi- 
dent.

The third and last session of the forty- 
eighth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association began at 9:30 
o’clock yesterday morning in the main 
ballroom of the Hotel Commodore. 
Thomas B. McAdams, retiring President 
of the association, called the meeting to 
order, and the Rey. Henry S. Coffin, 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, delivered an invocation. 

Chairmen of various committees and 
commissions made their reports to the 
convention, these reports or summaries 
of them being published in another 
column. Followtng several of these re- 
ports, Governor Henry J. Allen of Kan- 


Government for Industrial Justice,’’ 
dealing chiefly with the industrial court 
idea. 

Governor Allen suid he believed it was 
just as possible for the Government to

Nine Decisions; no Complaint. 


‘‘T have a letter from the General 
Manager of the Illinois Traction Com- 
pany, which operates three or four rail- 
ways in our State and several light and 
power companies.

‘*I believe that out of the pressure of 
the tragedy of the last year in the es- 
sential industries of transportation and 
fuel, there is going to come a demand 
that we write into the fundamental law 
of the land, the sacred pledge that the 
Government shall protect the public. 

“You may write around that all the

America Should Take an Oar. 


‘“‘ America should take an oar in the 
boat,’’ he went on. ‘' We are facing a 
difficult task and need the help and 
advice of the United States.’’ 

He was not implying any criticism of 
the American Government or people or 
their policies; he was’ merely giving his 
views as’an impartial outside observer } 
on a question of general intérest to all 
the world. He knew something about 
isolation, because England had tried to 
adopt a policy of ‘‘ splendid isolation ’”’ 
for many years, but had failed. It had 
been found unworkable. He believed 
that America also would find it unwork- 
able. 

‘‘In England,” he explained, ‘‘ it was 
a popular policy, but it was only a 
dream, a fallacy. It develops that a 
country which adopts that policy begins 


to find that it is being ignored, and 
it is unwilling to be ignored. You will 
find it so here. America has. interests 
all over the world. Her citizens are 
everywhere. Se has a big shipping in- 
dustry. She has a tremendous foreign 
trade. <All of this gives her responsi- 
bilities abroad, and sooner or later the 
United States Government, refusing to 
be ignored, will take a hand im foreign 
affairs for her own interest and protec- 
tion. You will find that America should 
posvopee in Europe for the good of 
all,’’ 

Asking about his opinions on the fund- 
ing of the allied debt, Mr. McKenna 
said that he did not think the time was 
yet ripe for the opening of these im- 
tga negotiations. He thought that 
t would poeey be some time before 
any action could be taken on any recom- 
mendations that might be made by the 
commission on the funding of the allied 
war debt, which will meet in this coun- 
try later in the month.

Once the question of the funding of the 
debt is consummated, Mr. Mckenna pre- 
dicted, England will pay the interest and 
sinking fund on her debt in gold. He 
told how this could be accomplished. As 
the United States did not want goods, 
England could not pay -the debt in the 
usual way (by exportable surplus), for. 
she could not export goods to us to pay 
the debt. But she could pay in gold 
shipments. She could ship her goods to 
South Africa and other gold producing 
countries and take .gold in exchange, 
which she could ship to the United 
States. 

Moreover, the use of foreign assets 
(investments and foreign balances) was 
the practical equivalent of an exportable 
surplus. England’s ability to pay in- 
terest and sinking fund on her debt to 
the United States—she is the only one 
of the debtor nations able to pay—he 
said was due to her position as a great 
commercial nation and creditor through- 
out the world. Mr. McKenna estimated 
that English nationals own between 
£2,000,000,000 and £3,000,000,000 in for- 
eign securities. There is a steady flow 
of interest payments to England on 
these. investments, which could be use-i 
to pay the English debt to the United 
States. 


An Exchange Transaction. 


Suppose an Englishman owns an Am 
gentine bond. He deposits his coupon 
when due in a London bank and the 
interest is credited to his account. The 
bank sends the coupon to the Argen- 
tine. It is cashed and converted into 
dollars. The dollars are sent to New 
York and deposited to meet the needs 
of the English Government. 


Thus, Mr. McKenna pointed out, the 
exchange of the bond interest into dol- 
lars was tantamount to having an ex- 
portable surplus. The same is true of 
the South African gold measure. 

“The transaction is wholly an ex- 
change transaction,’’ said Mr. McKenna, 
““ whereby England's exportable surplus, 
made possible by heavy investment 
abroad, is converted indirectly into gold, 
and used for payment of obligations.’’ 

Mr. McKenna emphasized the impor- 
tance of a nation extending credits in 
foreign markets, using the English expe- 
rience he had just described as an 
example. If she had not done this in 
the past, he said, she would not be in 
a position now to create dollars from 
the wealth of other countries, This 
policy. was absolutely necessary, he 
asserted, if a country wished to build 
up a large foreign trade. ;

Four of the six billions, however, 
were invested in Russia. They are 
worthless today. In consequence, France 
cannot use her foreign assets to pay 
her war debt, and, as Mr. McKenna 
pointed out in his speech on Wednesday, 
cannot meet her obligations, 
though, next to Hngland, she is better 
off than any of the other debtor nations, 
France has an internal deficit, but he 
thought ‘she could meet this by loans 
from her own people. 

Germany’s Position. 

Regarding Germany, Mr. McKenna 
said: ‘‘If Germany always ‘to sell 
for cash, as is now being done, she can- 
not build up a targe surplus of this 
kind. That is why I am convinced 
that, while Germany after an interval 
can pay something, that amount will 
not be large.”’

Adjustment in Tariff Schedules Rec- 
ommended to Aid International 
Commerce—Other Reports.

Commitiee on Resolutions, M. A. TRAY- 
LOR, President of the First Trust and 
Savings Bank, Chicago, Chairman, 
As a-brief statement of the conhclu- 

,-sions. reached from consideration of the 
addresses and discussions at the various 
sessions, we submit these resolutions and 
commend the opinions and recommenda- 
tions herein expressed to the thoughtful 
attention of the Government -and people 
of the country: 

Legislation—We continue -.t0 urge 
upon our Government the elimination of 
all unnecessary expenditures in order 
that taxes weighing heavily upon busi- 
mess may be still further reduced. 

We disapprove of the continued at- 
tempts to establish further Government 
commissions which tend more and more 
to hamper the industrial and commercial 
development of the country and in an 

! Mnmnecessary way increase the cost of do- 
ing business. For like reasons, we rec- 

emmend the discontinuance of such 

| existing commissions as experience may 
prove unnecessary. 

We reiterate our position in regard to 
tax-exempt securities of any type, be- 
‘Meving that it is highly undesirable that 
further tax-exemption should be author- 
fzed by the Federal Government of any 

the political sub-divisions of the 
country. 

The Foreign Situation—We call atten- 
-tion again to the seriousness of the for- 
elen situation, especialiy of Europe, 
which is affecting detrimentally our own 

i conditions and preventing even those in-

Tariff Adjustments. 


There is no possibility of a healthy and 
normal situation in this country until

to make use of the power granted him 
“by the new tariff law to make such ad- 
justments in the schedules as may be 

necessary from time to time for a 
“restoration of our international com- 


We believe that the time has come for 
“the Government of our country to for- 
mulate the principles on which it will be 
able to co-operate with other nations 
‘to bring about the needed rehabilitation 
of European countries and peace in the 
world. 
> To this end we urge the Administra- 
tibn to consider the advisability of 
romptly making its representative upon 
the Reparation Commission an official 
ef that body; we also recommend to 
-@ongress that there be granted to the 
Debt Funding Commission such further 
powers as will enable it to negotiate 
more effectively with the foreign nations 
now debtors of the United States. 

LABOR.—We are glad to note an end 
of the recent strikes in fundamental in- 
_dustries, and we hope that the period of 

ace in industrial life will be used for 
hé purpose of careful investigations to 
serve as a basis for a permanent method 
of adjustment of the questions arising 

tween employer and worker. 

It is our belief that in those industries 
whose continued operation is essential 
to the well-being of the whole people 
organized strikes should be regarded as 
against the welfare of the State. We 
make a sharp distinction between the 
right of the worker to leave his employ- 
ment ahd the attempts made by in- 
timidation to compel those employes to 
eve their post who otherwise would 
be willing to work. 


& Would Aid Merchant Marine. 
TRANSPORTATION.—We again urge 
upon the Government and the people to 
support in every way possible any meas- 
ures which tend to improve our trans- 


Portation systems, either on land or on 
Sea. We believe that our merchant 
marine should be developed through in- 
dividual initiative and not be placed

Views on Bonus. 


Economic Policy Commission, 

TAYLOR, Chairman: 

The Commission reported that its for- 
merly stated views°-on the bonus re- 
mained unchanged, that it believed all 
possible relief should be extended by 
the Government to disabled veterans, but 
disapproved of the distribution of 
bonuses to all soldiers, regardless of 
their present condition. 

‘Further adjustment’ between the 
tost of railroad transportation and other 
expenses of production is necessary in 
the opinion of the Commission. which 
expressed thé view -‘‘ that the present 
high wages of railroad employes must 
be readjusted.’’ The accompanying re- 
duction in railroad rates, it is said, will 
hasten the arrival of greater business 
activity. 

The Commission advocated the _ re- 
peal, of such settions of the shipping 
laws as ‘‘ make it impossible for Ameri- 
can ship 6wners to compete on an equal 
basis with other countries,’’ and recom- 
mends the development of a comprehen- 
sive re, get ne system by sea, rail 
and inland waterways. 

Pointing out that the position of the 
United States as a creditor nation will 
make it increasingly necessaty for it to 
accept payment to a large extent in 
goods, the Commission suggested that 
in its desire to prevent ‘‘ dumping ’’ by 
foreign nations, Congress ‘‘ may create 
a situation which ultimately will be 
cuntrary to our best interests.’’ 

It said that the delay in the re- 
habilitation of Europe had made it im- 
possible for our farmers to dispose of 
their products at prices to give them 
adequate return for their labor. 

The commission advocated a _ consti- 
tutional amendment permitting the taxa- 
tion of securities issued by the Federal 
Government, States, municipalities, 
other political subdivisions or quasi- 
public corporations. It opposed the 
feature of the present Income Tax 
law exempting from taxation $300 in- 
come annually for moneys deposited in 
building and loan asso¢iations, saying 
this law makes it impossible for the 
banks te compéte on an even basis with 
the associations. It favoréd a compre- 
hensive transportation system, the plan 
for a barge canal connecting the Great 
Lakes, the Ohio and the Mississippi, and 
a canal connecting the Great Lakes and 
the St. Lawrence.

FAVORED IN LONDON 


Will Smooth the Path for Present 
Chancellor in Debt Discussion, 
Newspaper Says. 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
Reginald McKenna’s address before the 
American Bankers’ Association conven- 
tion in New York yesterday is given 
prominent display in this morning’s Lon- 
don newspapers and is the subject of 
much editorial comment, mostly appre- 


ciative. 

The Daily Telegraph thinks the for- 
mer Chancellor’s statement will smooth 
the path for Sir Robert Horne, pres- 
ent Ehancellor of the Exchequer, when 
he arrives in America to beuss the 
question of interallied debts with Amer- 
ican tréasury officials and the debt 
funding commission. 

It regrets, however, that Sir Robert's 
visit was not timed to precede the adop- 
tion of the Fordney tariff bill, ‘‘when 
the British point of view might have 
been urged with a rather better chance 
of its influencing American opinion.”’ 

The newspaper says nobody can real- 
ize better than Mr. McKenna ‘‘how ef- 
fectively that unfortunate barrier (the 
tariff) must check the flow of that ex- 
portable surplus from Great Britain to 
ameng® whereby we could best pay our 

ebts. 

The Morning Post congratulates Mr.

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—Hugo  Stinnes‘s 
Deutsche Allagemeine Gazette has started 
a vicious crusade against foreigners in 
Germany and boasts that it will keep up 
its campaign against the ‘‘ nuisance of 
outlanders.'’ The Stinnes organ’s argu- 
ment, deliberately calculated to inspire 
the German people with hate against 
strangers within the gate, is that most 
foreigners who come to Germany are 
parasites fattening on Germany. It 


sighs for the good old days when for- 
eighers could be and were put out of the 
fatherland by the police on the slightest 
provocation, and demands the strictest 
control of foreigners in Germany and 
rigid sifting of ail foreign applicants for 
visas to enter. 

A sample of the Stinnes anti-foreign, 
Chinese, Boxer-like propaganda follows: 

* Berlin is a paradise for foreigners— 
a/bargain paradise. On the streets the 
gentle speech of native Berliners is 
drowned by the guttural and _ hissing 
foreign accents. Berliners feel that they 
are in an anthropological museum, 
whérein their own race alone is not con- 
sidered as an equal. Berlin no longer 
belongs to Berliners. Houses, lots, fac- 
tories, automobiles, hotels, theatres, 
places of amusement, stores and ware- 
houses to a large extent have passed 
into the hands of foreigners. One has a 
feeling that one is permitted to live one's 
existence here by the more or less—most- 
ly less—friendly sufferance of the ‘ mas- 
ter peoples’ from Britain, the Balkans 
and Moscow. 

“This outlander element knows the 
open sesame for obtaining houses and 
apartments when Germans are unable 
to find a roof over their heads. Domi- 
neéringly, extravagantly, it patronizes 
the luxury establishments, “revels with 
its foreign mohey in German delicacies 
and noble wines, and regardess of the 
color of its skin it is ostentatious with 
German girls and looks down with 
hardly concealed scorn on the wretched 
Berlin aborigines. 

‘We need a sod froht against for- 
eign exploitation and foreign imper- 
tinence.

Counsel Asks for Two Other 
Judges to Sit With Wilker- 
son in Chicago. 


CHARGES OF BAD FAITH 


Daugherty le Accused in His Pro« 
posals to Expedite Final 
Appeal. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 5 (Associated Press). 
—Counsel for the striking railway shop 
erafts today obtained another. twenty- 
four hours to file their answer to the 
Government's suit for a nation-wide 
permanent injunction. 

Donald Richberg, attorney for thé 
shop craft léadérs, ériti¢ised the attitude 
of Attorney General Daugherty’ and 
Solicitor General Beck and attempted to 
read into the record a long letter st 
Mr, Beek, but, on objection of Blacke 
burn Esterline, the Assistant Solicitor 
General, Judge James H. Wilkerson 
stopped the reading. 

Mr. Richberg suggested that the Court 
call in the other two Circuit Judges to 
assist in trying the case, reserving thé 
right to make a formal motion to that 
effect later if the Court rejected the 
suggestion. He argued that the Gov- 
ernment’s bill was sufficient notice en) 
which to call the other Judges, within | 
the meaning of the law providing for | 
the filing of a certificate by the At-| 
torney General. The argumént will be | 
continued tomorrow. | 


Mr. Richberg also served notice that | 
he will present a motion asking for a| 


bill of particulars from the Govern- | 
ment before filing nis answer. | 
Mr. Richberg accused the Department | 


of Justice of lack of good faith in the | 
proposal to expedite final disposition of | 
the injunction Case against the - rail 
strike leaders. 

He declared that he and associate 
counsel had ‘‘ held a very unsatisfactory | 
conference ’’’ with Solicitor General | 


Beck after a futile attempt to see At- | 
torney General Raugherty in Washing- | 
ton with réferencé to an éafly final! 
hearing or a review of the interlocutory | 
injunction handed down by Judge Wil-j} 
kerson on Sept. 25. 

In connection with his statement to 
the Court, in which he recalled that 
Judge Wilkerson had notified the Gov- 
ernment it should hold itself in readi- 
héss to g6 to trial at an early date, 
with the suggestion that opposing coun- 
sel attempt to agreé on a trial program, 
Mr. Richberg delivered to the Court a 
copy of a etter te Solicitor General 
Beck severely criticising the position of 
the Government attorneys. 

Mr. Richberg said he had received & 
letter from the Solicitor General assert- 
ing the position of the Department of 
Justice to be as follows: 

‘“‘ First, if it were practicable to have 
three Circuit Judges hear the case, that 
proceeding would not expedite, but de- 
lay it. 

‘*Second, that the department invites 
counsel for the defendants to consider 
agreeing on a statement of facts and 
asks counsel for the défendants to sub- 
mit such a statement of facts. 

“Third, if an agreed statement of 
facts is not practicable, then two courses 
are open: 

‘(a) A stipulation to submit the casé 
on the affidavits with leave to either 
party to offer additional testimony. 

“(b) A trial of the case largely on 
depositions taken * throughout the United 
States,’ except wheré a stipulation of 
facts may dispense with formal proof.’’ 

The shop. crafts attorney said hé 
would ‘ séek to obtain protéction of the 
rights of the defendants through ordets 
which the court may enter and through 
procedure which the court may adopt, 
despite the manifest opposition of the 
Attorney General to the entry of any 
order or thé adoption of any procedure 
which will protect the defendants from 
tie abuse of official power. 

‘The department threatens to take de- 
positions ‘ throughout the United 
States,’ and make the burden of defend- 
ing as Oppressive and expensive as pos- 
sible to the already deeply wronged de- 
fendants. As an alternative, the de- 
partment offers that counsel for the 
defendants may stipulate that the un- 
known and unexplored ‘ Mount Everest 
of evidence,’ in thé form of affidavits, 
be submitted as though formally taken, 
or, in other words, that we allow the 
defendants to be found guilty of a 
criminal conspiracy without opportunity 
to cross-examiné hundreds of witnesses, 
the incompetence and falsity of whose 
evidence is as well known to the Gov- 
ernment as to ourselves. Such a sug- 
parse is unworthy of any considera- 
tion.”’ 

Mr. Richbérg characterized as “a 
pure waste of time’”’ the trip to Wash- 
ington, which, he said, was made at the 
suggestion of the court and the Assis- 
tant Solicitor General. 


SENATE ASPIRANT HELD 
FOR CORRUPT OUTLAY 


C. Fred Edwards Indicted in West 
Virginia—Limit Was $4,125, 
He Spent $96,000.

HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Oct. 5.—C. 
Fred Edwards, a wealthy mattress man- 
ufacturer of this city, who admitted his 
‘* bedticks to politics’’ campaign for the 
Republican nomination for United 
States Senator in the August primaries 
was a failure, was indicted by the 
Cabell County Grand Jury today on two 
counts. 

Edwards is charged with having ex- 
ceeded the limit of $4,125 set by the Cor- 
rupt Practices act for state-wide primary 
expenses and With ‘having been delin+ 
quent in filing his sWorn expense ac- 
count with the Secretary of State. He 
is the first candidate for a high office 
to be indicted under the West Virginia 
lection law, and the indictment fol- 
lowed his first venture into politics. His 
friends remark that he is the first can- 
didate to make a truthful return of his 
campaign expénses in the State. 

While Edwatds admitted expending 
$96,000, the indictment specifies only 
$37,500, This amount was issued by 
Edwards in Cabell County to Ira Harsh- 
barger, twice mayor of Huntington and 
formér sheriff of the county, who was 
his financial agent, and to James A. 
Hughes, formet Representative, who 
was his campaign manager. 

Edwards darried not a county except 
Cabell and ran fourth as a candidate. 


BARGE CANAL TRAFFIC GAIN.

State Chamber of Commerce 


Adopts Resolution to Check 
legal Voting and Crimes. 


IGNORES COST OBJECTION 


Drops Idea of Investigating Police 
and of Establishing Crime 
Wave Rules. 


Taking finger prints of every person 
in the nation was formally urged in a 
resolution adopted by the CRamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York 
yesterday. It was advocated as a’ means 
of preventing fraudulent voting, the for- 
gery of checks, burglaries, carrying con- 
cealed weapons and other crimes. 

The only objection was raised by Louis 
F. Dodd, who argued that theeChamber 
of Commerce, being strongly committed 
in favor. of governmental economy, 
should not favor an undertaking calling 
for tremendous expense such as that in- 
, volved in taking more than a billion 
finger and thumb prints of the 110,000,- 
000 people of the country. The chamber, 
however, adopted a qualified resolution 
promising to ‘' endorse and assist, so far 
as may be practical, any movement of 
Federal or other public authgrities hav- 
ing as its object the promotion of a plan 
for general registration and finger print- 
ing of all citizens and aliens.”’ 

In presenting the sub-committee’s rec- 
ommendations, Chairman Frederick H. 
Ecker said: 

“The sub-committee of the Executive 
Committee appointed to consider the 
question of registration of citizens and 
wliens by finger-printing in connection 
with various social problems now con- 
fronting the city 1s convinced that 
this question must be considered on a 
much broadér basis than the obvious 
advantages arising in cases of criminal 
identification; for example, citizens, 
both male and female, are required to 
register ‘for election purposes if they are 
to avail themselves of the privilege of 
the franchise which is the foundation 
of our democracy. It is a matter of 
common knowledge, that ome of the 
greatest abuses of this privilege arises 
through the so-called colonization of

To what extent the tendency of the 
times will operate for or against the 
| principles of branch banking it is not 
altogether easy to say. A similar feel- 
ing about the curtailing of the coun- 
try merchant’s business by entrance 
into his field of outside enterprises 
backed by large capital existed during 
the rise of the chain store system and 
the mail order houses. In that 
case, the small traders were unques- 
tionably affected, even though the lo- 
cal consumer may have got the benefit 
of stabilized prices for the goods he 
bought. 

The case of the branch of a city 
bank versus the country banker is not 
in. all respects identical. In particu- 
lar, branch banking is still subject to 
close restriction by State Legislatures 
and by Congress, for financial reasons. 
The outcome will be largely deter- 
mined, for the present at any rate, by 
the representations made by the vari- 
ous constituencies to their own law- 
makers. There is, however, an im- 
portant human factor to be taken into 
account. 

The country banker who belongs to 
the community which the bank serves, 
who has interests in common with the 
people, and who has, generally, grown 
up with them, is a figure in American 
life comparable in position with that 
once held in public esteem and affec- 
tion by the country or village doctor 
of the old school, or by the New Eng- 


land minister of earlier days, or by 
the old-time lawyer in a Western 
town. He is father-confessor to «all 
who'get into trouble, for most troubles 
have some financial bearing; he is ad- 
viser to the boys who want to go to 
college and of men who wish ‘to im- 
prove their farms or their businesses 
or their homes; he is the material arid 
often spiritual consoler of those who 


have suffered misfortune; in times of 
crisis, as in the great war, he is looked 
to to direct the raising of “ quotas ’’ 
and to engineer “ drives ’’;~he allots 
credit to those who are going forward 
and helps those who have fallen be- 
hind; he must be consulted in every 
local improvement; he knows not only 
the economic pulse of his community, 
but its ‘moral and political tempera- 
he is, moreover, the political 
oracle to whom the national prophets 
come for their wider prognostications. 
All roads lead to his door. 

When a hkanker of this type, in a 
small Middle Western town, died a 
short time ago, the citizens held a 
meeting and appointed a committee 
of fifty to take over his many offices 
of service until some one could grow 
into his place. The American banker 
of this type—and he is found also in 
the cities—comes nearer, perhaps, to 
being the ideal citizen than anyyother 
figure in our American life. Whai- 
ever decision is reached as to branch 
banks, account should be taken of the 
moral and civic value of the banker 
who belongs to the community and 
represents it fir the economic life of 
the nation. Could a branch expert 
representing a great urban banking 
house wholly take his place in that 
community life which now looks to 
its banker for counsel, comfort and 
leadership? He is in his character and 
service the greatest asset of our coun- 
try banks.

THE NEW JERSEY CAMPAIGN. 

An old-fashioned campaign began 
in New Jersey with the adjournment 
of the party conventions on Tuesday. 
To lose no time, an ‘* unterrified.de- 
mocracy ’’ held a mass meeting in the 
evening at Newark. Governor Ep- 
WARDS, the ‘‘ wet ’’ candidate for 
United States Senator, and Judge 
S1uzerR, Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, were present., It was an over- 
flow meeting, the Jargest that Essex 
had seen in twenty-five years, accord- 
ing to politicians. In band-blaring, 
campaign-song singing and cheering it 
was one of the noisiest. The Hudson 
County contingent came in 100 buses. 
The gentler sex filled half the seats, 
whatever that may portend. Gov- 
ernor EDWARDS seems to have been the 
hero of the occasion. When he ap- 
peared on the platform with Mayor 
Hacus of Jersey City, ‘‘ there was a 
“real uproar, which lasted for several 
“minutes. The band played ‘Hail, 
“ Hail, the Gang’s All Here!’ * All of 
which means that the Democratic 
Party believes that it has a fighting 
chance to overturn the big Republican 
pluralities of two years ago.

Economy in administra- 
tion was a keynote. The effect of a 
eastigation of the Senate for admitting 
Mr. NEWBERRY aS a member was 
somewhat impaired in the Democratic 
Convention when the reader of the 
plank called him “ Newman H. True- 
berry,” but in Newberryism the Dem- 
ocrats believe they have a resounding 
issue. Governor Epwarps had urged 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
but the platform declared for ‘‘ a just 
“and honest enforcement of the pro- 
‘* visions of our Constitution and of 
‘four laws so long as they are upon 
“the statute books,’’ though modifi- 
cation of the Volstead act was advo- 
cated that would allow the ‘‘ right of 
‘‘ lawful indulgence in beer and light 
“wine.’’

ITALIAN SOCIALISTS. 


Two years ago direct action seemed 
to have triumphed in Italy. Factories 
had been seized in all the great manu- 
facturing cities; workmen were de- 
manding the control of industry, and 
apparently getting it; the Government 
was yielding to every demand. Social- 
ism seemed to have won the country. 
Now the news that the Italian Social- 
ist Party has formally and officially 
split in two—with three or four 
smaller fragments clustered about the 
two main factions—comes as a hazy 
echo from a time long past. Whether 
or not the Italian Socialists hold to- 
gether makes no great difference now, 
for they have sunk into comparative 
insignificance. 

Possibly they may again become 
powerful, but the chance of it is much 
reduced by the division. By a vote of 
some 30,000 to 29,000—representing, 
apparently, enrolled membership only 
—TuraTi and his moderates were ex- 
pelled by the Communist faction. 
About 3,000 voters representing the 
minor subdivisions took no part in the 
voting. This is important only in that 
it apparently gives each of the larger 
factions ground for calling itself the 
one and only original Socialist Party. 
The result is likely to be an unseemly 
and possibly violent struggle for con- 
trol of the party machinery, with the 
power of socialism weakened which- 
ever side gets the upper hand. 

How does it happen that the revolu- 
tion of 1920 was so quietly and thor- 
oughly undone? Gro.iTtTi, the “ Old 
Fox,’’ is largely responsible. He gave 
Way on every point when the Social- 
ists suddenly took to direct action. He 
surrendered everything and then set to 
work to build up such centres of re- 
sistance and opposition as could he 
formed. The Fascisti mobilized. The 
Government regularly disavowed 
them, yet more often than not they 
were merely doing the work that the 
Government dared not do. Some ef- 
fort was made. by the Socialists to 
resist them, but it was hampered by 
the dissensions within the party itseif 
due to the insistence of Moscow on 
strict fidelity to Communist doctrine. 
While the Socialists were arguing 
theology with each other the Fascisti 
were gradually breaking down the ma- 
chinery which could have been de- 
pended on, perhaps, in case further 
direct action were demanded. Dan- 
gerous leaders were killed off. Clubs 
and headquarters were stormed and 
burned. Meantime, the Church had 
set a_backfire against socialism when 
the Popular Party adopted many So- 
cialist doctrines. 

Socialism in Italy undoubtedly seems 
at present much weaker than it is 
really, as it seemed much stronger 
than it actually was two years ago. 
Disorganization, internal strife and 
the cleverness of its enemies have re- 
duced it for the moment almost to im- 
potence. The hope of recovery, how- 
ever, must lie almost wholly in the 
moderate faction led by Turati. This 
group has an intelligent and in large 
measure a practical program, and dis- 
plays a good deal of sound sense in its 
attitude toward the Government and 


toward political factions. There are 
reasons for preferring it to the Fas- 
visti; but just at the moment the Fas- 


cisti seem to have the upper hand. 
SIGN LACIE A OR CON 


CAPITALIZING CHAOS. 

The Mine Workers’ demand for a 
six-hour day and a five-day week 
with a continuance of the minimum 
wage of $7.50 shows a determination 
still further to capitalize the chaos ex- 
isting in the most wastefully organ- 
ized of American industries. If they 
succeed, a cost more flagrantly un- 
economic than ever will be saddled 
upon the consumer for a period ex- 
tending.to March 31, 1925. The opera- 
tors of unionized mines, moreover, will 
be confronted with conditions that 
many of them must find ruinous. The 
overdevelopment of coal fields, com- 
bined with competition from non-union 
mines, has made it generally impossi- 
ble to operate more than four days 
a week, often more than three days. 
To pay five days’ wages would spell 
disaster. 

The basic need of the industry is a 
general and drastic reorganization. 
There ‘are’ over 30 per cent. more 
mines than are needed to supply the 
nation’s needs and over 30 per cent. 
more miners than can be continuously 
employed. A privately financed con- 
solidation is, of course, out of the 
question. The ideal solution would 
be a reorganization based upon volun- 
tary, far-sighted and public-spirited 
co-operation of all the various factors. 
That is apparently not possible. The 
problem of closing 30 per cent. of the 
mines and of turning 30 per cent. of 
the miners into other occupations 
presents difficulties beyond the reach 
of a gentiemen’s agreement. Yet the 
union leaders, flushed with their re- 
cent victory, are now straining for- 
ward toward exactions that would be 
far more onerous to the consumer, 
far more likely to plunge the indus- 
try and the nation into renewal of 
such strife as we have lately experi- 
enced. 

The only remaining resource is that 
which President CLEVELAND reluctantly 
sanctioned with regard to the railways 
and President RoosEvE.LT started upon 
the path of vigorous developnient. 
The Administration proposes a “ fact- 
finding ’’ commission. If the term! is 
taken literally, that expedient could 
only be futile. These many months 
the Department of Commerce has 
been finding essential facts; the only 
important details remaining are such 
as stand on the operators’ books. 
When these are disclosed, the nation 
will still be powerless to control the 
most basic of its industries. To that 
end nothing will serve short of a com-

and so would be, too, life in general. 
On the other hand, there would be no 
possibility of trouble for any honest per- 
son. : 

Only those who have done wrong in 
the eyes of the law, or who feel con- 
scious that some day it may be conve- 
nient for them to evade justice, have 
any real excuse for opposing the de- 
posit. of, their fingerprints in prop- 
erly accessible archives. None the less, 
many will oppose it merely from the 
now firmly implanted feeling that fin- 
gerprints and crime go together and 
that only the fingers of the wicked 
should be printed. 

One way of overcoming this feeling 
would be to take the thing altogether 
away from the police—leaving it avail- 
able to them as to others, of course— 
and entrust it. to the Burédau. of Vital 
Statistics, where it would go in with 
tne records of births, deaths and mar- 
riages, and so, in time, lose its flavor 
of evil and disgrace.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5- (Associated 
Press).—President Harding has practi- 
cally completed the selection of the 
seven members of the fact-finding com- 
mission created by Congress to investi- 
gate the national coal industry with a 
view to suggesting means for the better- 
ment of mining operations and the elim- 
ination of strikes. ; 

The President has planned to make 
public the names on the new commis- 
sion tomorrow and to direct that it pro- 
ceed as rapidly as possible to a thor- 
ough study of both the anthracite and 

ituminous coal industries and _ their 
problems of production, distribution 
and employment. i 

High officials represent the President 
as anxious to form a body of outstand- 


ing citizens not connected with the coal 
industry, who can give to the investiga- 
tion the broad point of view of business 
and prpfessional men of wide experi- 
ence. Mr. Harding let it be known re- 
cently. that because of a disinclination 
on the part of the miners and operators 
to submit panels of desirable Commis- 
sioners for his consideration he wduld 
make his selections outside the com- 
ponent parts of the coal industry,’ but 
it is understood that both John L. Lewis, 
President of the United Mine Workers, 
and A. M. Ogle, President of the Na- 
tional Coal Association, later submitted 
a list of names. 

Numerous recommendations are under- 
stood to have been made to the Presi- 
dent by members of Congress, the Cab- 
inet, and by individuals and organiza- 
tions in various parts of the country as 
to the personnel of the commission. As 
a result serious consideration is said to 
be given by the selections to Oscar 
Straus, New York, former Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor and diplomat; 
John Hays Hammond, Washington, in- 
ternationally known as a mining engi- 
neer; William B. Wilson of Blossburg, 
Pa., former Secretary -of Labor; <Ar- 
thur T. Hadley, New Haven, Conn., 
former President of Yale University; 
William Z. Ripley of Newton Center, 
Mass., Harvard professon and former 
special Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion examiner on the consolidation of 
railroads; Dr, Harry A. Garfield of Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., wartime Fuel Admin- 
istrator and President of Williams Col- 
lege; John Brown, President of the In- 
diana Federation of Farm Bureaus; T. 
H. Aldrich, Birmingham, Ala., former 
member of Congress; James A. Hughes 
of Huntington, W. Va., former member 
of Congress, and George Otis Smith, 
Director of the Geological Survey.

SEES DANGER FOR FARMERS. 


Grange Spokesman Says, Taxes 
Must Fall or Crops Fetch More. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The present 
dire difficulty of the American farmer 
arises because, while his products are 
steadily decreasing in price, his taxes 
are gradually growing larger, so Dr. T. 
C. Atkeson, Washington representative 
of the National Grange, said today. De- 
spite a decrease in taxation of $1,300,- 
000,000 since 1921, Federal levies had in- 
creased more than 800 per cent. since 
1915, and the States had almost doubled 
their taxes, said Dr. Atkeson, who added 
that if the Federal Budget Bureau could 
avoid a deficit due to the decline in tax 
receipts, it would justify its creation. 

“The prices of farm products, espe- 
cially since 1920, have been declining 
more rapidly than ever before,” the 
doctor continued. ‘‘ The sharp decline | 


of 1920 was lessened somewhat in 1921, | 
and began again in May, 1922. Be- 
tween May and September, 1922, there 
have been sharp declines in the index 
figures of most important. agricultural 
products, with the single exception of 
cotton. Potatoes declined 41. per cent. 
and wheat 34 points. Corn is now i4 
points below its prewar level. With 
wheat at about the prewar level and 
only cotton, butter and wool of the 
major farm crops above the prewar 
level, it is certain that the value of 
the products of American agriculture is 
now below prewar level. 

“These figures are from official 
sources. Even this showing does not 
represent the comparative position of 
agriculture with other American indus- 
tries, because the price of. skilled labor 
and the prices of nearly every manu- 
factured article, as shown by the index 
figures for July, 1922, will average 
from 50 to 100 per cent. above their pre- 
war prices, 

“It is the discrepancy between the tax 
increase and the farm income decrease 
which makes this a serious question to 
all farmers. The time has come for 
farmers as well as others to understand 
Hither taxes and the cost 
of materials and supplies must comé 


| down or the value of agricultural prod- 
|uets must go up, or else the decline in 


production and\the trend of population 
away from agriculture are going to be 
greatly accentuated.”

After taking part 
of his examinations for licenture as a 
Presbyterian clergyman before the Pres- 
bytery of New York in 1913, he decided 
not to seek ordination and sailed for 
Syria to become a Y. M. C. A. worker 
and a member of the faculty of the col- 
lege at Beirut. 

With Mr. Dodge when he sailed went 
his bride who had graduated from 
Vassar at about the time he finished 
his own studies. She was Miss Mary 
W. Bliss, daughter of the man Mr. 
Dodge now succeeds. It was the orig- 
inal plan of the couple to settle down 
in New York, but both found a more 
eager interest in missionary work of a 
sociological nature.

DIES IN BOSTON AT 74 


Noted Pedictrist and Diagnostician 
Practiced in New York City 
for Fifty Years. 


‘BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 5.—Dr Joseph 
E. Winters, one of the most dis- 
tinguished of American physicians, Pro- 
fessor Emeritus of Diseases of Children 
in Cornell Medical College, New York 
City, died here last night at the home 
of his daughter, after a long\illness. He 
retired last Fall after fifty years’ prac- 
tice in New. York City, and went abroad 
for his health, returning last Spring, un- 
improved, and then moving to this city. 

Dr. Winters was born in Minnesink, 
N. Y., in 1848, and gained his profes- 
sional education at New York University 
and Bellevue Hospital. From the out- 
set of “his career he devoted himself es- 
pecially to children’s diseases, first 
teaching that subject at New York Uni- 
versity and then for twenty-five years 
at Cornell. He was also noted as a 
pediatrist and diagnostician. Dr. Win- 
ters came of an old American family, 
his ancestors on both sides having come 
here from England in the first half of 
the seventeenth century. In 1881 he 
married Annie Carnochan Ludlow of 
Yonkers, who survives, as does their 
daughter, Mary Winters.

The head was found, it was believed, 
wtihin forty-eight hours of the date of 
the murder, indicating that the man 
had been killed last Thursday or Fri- 
day. No identification has yet been 


made, according to Captain Henry 
Duane of the Bronx Park Station.

on Wednesday, said yesterday that he 
would present to the Board of Estimate 
today a plan which he hoped would 
unable the buses to continue.

Comment- 
ing on the injunction, Mr. O’Brien said: 

** The decision of Justice Mullan is a 
surprise and a disappointment. As soon 
as the formal order is entered, I shall 
immediately appeal to the Appellate Di- 
vision, First Department. 

“Whatever may be contended with 
respect to decisions previously made by 
higher courts as to the city’s operation 
of buses upon city streets, the chief con- 
tention made by me in the case before 
Justice Mullan was that in many sec- 
tions of the city emergency conditions | 
existed, and that they did and now do 
exist is conceded hy everybody. These 
conditions in my opinion furnish ample 
authority—yes, and more than that, a 
public duty—to afford transportation 
which is vital to the every-day life of 
our city. 

‘The decision of the Appellate Di- 
vision, Second Department, upon which 
the learned Justice chiefly relies, clear- 
ly held that in the case then before that 
tribunal facts were not presented show- 
ing an emergency. It is our honest belief 
that the facts proven on the trial be- 
fore Justice Mullan showed a far great- 
er emergency than the conditions which 
were the basis of the emergency housing 
legislation. Moreover,+in the Transit 
Jaw passed at the behest of Governor 
Miller, an express declaration is made 
that an emergency exists in this city 
vith respect to transportation. 

‘It is clear, therefore, that since the 
decision in the Second Department, 
which was affirmed by the Court of Ap- 
peals, related to a situation in which 
no emergency was deemed to exist and | 
rested solely upon a single legal point 
not at issue in the case before Justice 
Mullan, the appeal which I shall take 
will present a case essentially different 
from that passed upon by the Appellate 
Division in the Second Department.

ORDERS MORE B. R. T. CARS. 


‘Transit _Commission Directs’ In- 


creased Service on Two Lines. 


Further increases in service on the 
rapid transit lines of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company were directed yester- 
dav by the Transit Commission in ac- 
cordance with the promise made, when 
the general increased service order wént 
into effect on Sept. 25, that service in 
Specific instances would be increased as 
founc to be needed. 

Upon the Brighton lines, where there 
was a traffic increase last year of more 
than 4,000,000 passengers, the Man- 
hattan Bridge trains were increased 
from six to seven cars each. Upon the 
broadway elevated line the trains have 
been increased from three to four cars 
each between 5:30 and 6:30 A. M., just 
prior to the beginning of the morning 
rush-hour traffic. 

The commission's transit experts have 
calculated that the increase in daily car 
/ mileage on the B. R. T. lines, -as the 
result of the commission’s increased ser- 
viee orders, has been 22,028 car miles. 
On the elevated lines the car mileage is 
now $1,867, as against 76,848, a gain of 
6 019 car miles, and on the subway lines 
the car mileage is now 104,760, as com- 
pared with 87,751, or a gain of 17,009 
car miles.

Parliament in its session today 
reached and adopted Article 48 of the 
proposed constitution which is under 
discussion. This article says that except 
in case of actual invasion the Free State 
shall not be committed to active partici- 


pation in any war without the assent of 
the Free State Parliament. 

Kevin O'Higgins, Home Minister, de- 
scribed the article as having been agreed 
upon by the Government and said the 
Government would advise strongly 
against any attempts to change its pro- 
visions. 

Darrell Figgis fmoved an amendment 
to submit the question to a referendum 
of the people. 

Mr. O'Higgins contended that a Par- 
liament making war against the wishes 
of the people would not last two 
months, and, replying to other support- 
ers of the proposed amendment, he de- 
clared that the word ‘‘ Parliament ’”’ in 
the article meant both houses. It was 
his belief that the collective wisdom of 
these two houses would be sufficient to 
onceqnans Sa country.

TOKIO POLICE SEARCH 
HOME OF AMERICAN 


Richard M. Andrews Charged 
With Operating Motor Boat 
Without a License. 


TOKIO, . Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
The police yesterday searched: the resi- 
dence of Richard M. Andrews of the 
firm of Andrews & George, and removed 
private papers. 

Mr. Andrews, who is one of the promi- 
rent American residents of Japan, to- 
day was confronted by witnesses and 
charged with operating a motor-boat 
without a license. The case is irritat- 
ing, as it is felt that the charge did not 
justify the search, and the American 
Embassy is watching the matter. 

Andrews had applied for a license for 
his boat and had made only one trial 
trip, pending decision.on his application, 
which is permitted under the regula- 
tions. It is believed that this trip may 
Lave aroused the suspicions of the au- 
thorities. 

The search of Andrews's office was 
rather perfunctory but at his home it 
was thorough, even his clothing being 
turned inside out and examined. 

Andrews has lived in Japan since boy- 
hood. | He has large private interests 
here, besides those of his firm, and al- 
ways has-been considered a_ stanch 
friend of Japan. 


WOULD DEFER DEBT PARLEY 


Belgium Prefers to Delay Rather 
Than Risk a Fallure. 


BRUSSELS, Oct? 5 (Associated Press). 
—The possibility of convoking an inter- 
national conference on inter-allied debts 


and reparations for next year is being 
considered -{n political circles in Bel- 
gium, as there is growing pessimism re- 
garding the advisability of trying to 
hold one this year. It can be said that 
Premier Theunis would prefer not to 
convoke the conference in the near fu- 
ture rather than run the risk of it prov- 
ing a failure. 

The calling of a conference depends 
on the result of preliminary conversa- 
tions between the Paris and London 
Governments, and the pessimism that is 
felt in Belgium is due to uncertainty as 
to the attitude Great Britain will adopt 
with regard to inter-allied debts. An- 
other discordant factor is the belief pre- 
vailing that France will exact the exe- 
cution of the financial reforms suggested 
by the Allied Guarantee Committee as a 
condition preceding any concessions to 
Germanye :

BETHMANN 


HE theory, constantly repeated to 
me in 1914 by the Chief of the 
Civil Cabinet and the represen- 
tative of the Foreign Office, that 
only Bethmann had the support 
of the working classes, was finally sup- 
plemented further by reports to me that 
the Chancellor enjoyed the’ confidence in 
foreign countries which was necessary 
to ‘the conclusion of peace. Thus it 
came about that Bethmann always 
stayed in office, until, finally, the 
Crown Prince made the well-known in- 
vestigation among the party leaders 
which showed that the above-mentioned 
theory was mistaken, This mistake 
was made all the cléarer to me when IT 
read, at the time of Bethmann’s dismis- 
sal—to which other factors also con- 
tributed—the most unfavorable opinions 
of him, especially in the Social Demo- 
cratic and Democratic press. 

I do not wish to blame Bethmann with 
these frank remarks, nor to exonerate 
others; but, when such important mat- 
ters are discussed, personal considera+ 
tions must be ignored. I never doubted 
the nobility of Bethmann’s sentiments. 

May I be allowed to say a few words 
here concerning the reform in the Prus- 
sian franchise, since the handling of 
this by Herr von Bethmann is charac- 
teristic of his policy of vacillation? 
During the Winter of 9114-15, “when, 
following the brilliant Summer cam- 
paign, the hard, severe Winter trench- 
fighting had brought military move- 
ments to a standstill, the extraordinary 
achievements of all the troops and the 
spirit which I had found among offi- 
cers and men, both at the front and in 
the hospitals, made sucha profound im- 
pression on me that I resolved to prd- 
vide, for the tried, magnificent ‘* Na- 
tion in Arms,’’ something in the politi- 
cal domain when it returned home, 
which should prove that I recognized 
what it had done and wished to give the 
nation joy. 

1 often ‘touched upon this theme in 
conversations and suggested reforms in 
the Prussian franchise; the man, said 
I, who returned home, after a struggle 
‘ike this, with the Iron Cross—perhaps 
of both classes—must no longer be 
** classified '’ at the polls. 

At this juncture a memorial was sub- 
mitted to me by Herr von Loebell 
which proposed a reform in the Prus- 
sian franchise on similar grounds. The 
concise, clear and convincihg treatment 
of the subject pleased me so much that 
I had a number of gentlemen read the 
memorial, which took up, in its original 
form, only general points of view, with- 
out going into detail, and I was pleased 
to see that it found approval with all 
whom I questioned concerning it. 

I had my thanks expressed to Herr 
von Loebell through the Chief of the 
Cabinet, von Valentini, and caused 
Loebell to work out the matter in de- 
tall and make Suggestions. This was 
done in the Spring of 1915. The me- 
morial was very thorough and dealt 
with a number of possibilities for the 
franchise, without advising any ont 
system. It was approved by me, and 
sent by the Chief of the Cabinet to the 
Chancellor, with the command that it be 
discussed, in the course of the year, by 
the Ministers, and that their vote on it 
—possibly, also, some suggestions from 
them—be laid before me. The franchise 
law, of course, was not to be proposed 
until after the conclusion of peace. 


Early German Victories. 


Immediately after that I went to 
Pless. The battle of Gorlice-Tarnow, 
with its smashing victory over the 
enemy, brought on the Galician-Polish 
campaign, leading to the reconquest of 
Lemberg, Przemysl and the capture of 
Warsaw, Ivangorod, Modlin, Brest- 
Litovsk, &c., and completely engaged 
my attention. 

The. Lusitania case, too, cast its 
shadow over events, and Italy severed 
her alliance with us. So it is not to be 
wondered at if the franchise memorial 
was pushed into the background. 

The next Winter and the Summer of 
1916, likewise, with their fighting on all 
fronts, the terrible Battle of the Somme, 
and the brilliant Rumanian Autumn and 
Winter campaign, took me to all sorts 
of places on the western and eastern 
fronts, even as far as Nisch—where the 
first memorable meeting with the Bul- 
garian Czar took place—and to Orsova, 
so that IJ had no opportunity to take up 
the matter of franchise reform with the 
care that its importance demanded. 

In the Spring of 1917 I asked the Chan- 
cellor to draw up an announcement of 
the reform, to be made to the nation at 
Easter, since I assumed that the Minis- 
ters had long since discussed it. The 
Chancellor drew up the text of the proc~ 
lamation at Hamburg, in agreement 
with the Chief of the Cabinet and my- 
self; he proposed that the tnethod of vot- 
ing be left open for the time being, since 
he was not yet quite sure about this. 
The Easter proclamation appeared; it 
was based, like previous treatments of 
the matter, on the idea that the reform 
was not to be introduced until after 
the conclusion of peace, because most of 
the voters were away facing the enemy. 

Party and press did what they could to 
postpone the accomplishment of my pur- 
pose by recriminations and strife, by 
bringing up the question of the Prus- 
sian Reichstag franchise, and by the de- 
mand for the introduction of the fran- 
chise bill while the war was still in 
progress, Thus the question embarked 
upon its well-known and not very pleas- 
ant course, which dragged itself out on 
account of the interminable negotiations 
in the Landtag. It was not until after 
the retirement of Herr von Bethmann 
that I learned through Loebell that the 
memorial of 1915 had never been sub- 
mitted to the Ministers but had lain un- 
touched for a year and a half in a 
desk drawer; that the Chancellor, influ- 
enced by the desires expressed in the 
country, had dropped the various ‘sys- 
tems proposed and concentrated upon 
the general (Reichstag) franchise, of the 
eventual introduction of which he was, 
doubtless, inwardly convinced. 

In any event, the original basic idea 


was thoroughly bungled by Bethmann’s 
dilatoriness and the strife among the 
parties. What I wanted was to present 
a gift of honor, of my own free will, on 
its triumphal return home, to my vic- 
torious army, to my “‘ Nation in Arms," 
my brave Prussians, with whom I had 
‘stood before the enemy. 


Chancellor’s Diplomatic Power. 
One of. the results of Bethmann’s 
marked inclination toward control was 
that the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs 
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sO much so that the*’Foreign Office was 
almost ‘affiliated with the office of the 
Chancellor, a stat@ of affairs that made 
itself felt most. especially in the use 
made of the press department. Beth- 
mann likewise asserted nis independence 
decidedly in his relations with me. Bas- 
ing himself upon the fact that, constitu- 
tionally, the Chancellor alone Is re- 
sponsible for foreign policy, he ruled as 
he pleased. The Foreign Office was al- 
lowed to tell me only what the Chan- 
cellor wished, so that it happened some- 
times that I was not informed concern- 
ing important occurrences. 


The fact that this was possible is to 
be laid at the door of the Con#titution of 
the empire. And this is the right place 
for saying a word concerning the re- 
lations between the Emperor and the 
Chancellor. In what follows I do not 
refer to my relationship to Herr von 
Bethmann, but, quite impersonally, to 
the difficulties in the relationship of the 
German Emperor to the Imperial Chan- 
cellors, which are caused by the Imperial 


Constitution. 
I wish to call attention to the follow- 


ing points: 


1. According to the Constitution of 
the empire, the Chancellor is the di- 
rector and representative of the for- 
eign policy of the empire, for which 
he assumes full responsibility; he has 
this policy carried out by the Foreign 
Office, which is subordinated to him, 
after he has reported on it to the Em- 
peror. 

2. The Emperor has influence on 
foreign policy only in so far as the 
€hancellor grants it to him. 

3. The Emperor can bring his in- 
fluence to bear through discussions, 
information, suggestion, proposals, 
reports and impressions received by 
him on his travels, which then take 
rank as a supplement to the politi- 
ca! reports of the Ambassadors or 
Ministers to the countries which he 
has personally visited. 

4. The Chancellor may act pursu- 
ant to such action by the Emperor, 
and may make it the basis of his 
decisions, whenever he jis in agree- 
ment with the Emperor's point of 
view. Otherwise he is supposed to 
maintain his own point of view and 
carry it out (Kruger dispatch). | 

5. According to the Constitution, 
the. Emperor has no means of com- 
pelfing the Chancellor or the Foreign 
Office to accept his views. He can- 
not cause the Chancellor to adopt a 
policy for which the latter feels that 
he cannot assume responsibility. 
Should the Emperor stick to his view, 
the Chancellor can offer his resigna- 
tion or demand that he be relieved of 





his post. 

6. On the other hand, the Emperor 
has no constitutional means of hin- 
dering the Chancellor or the Foreign 
Office from carrying out a policy 
which he thinks doubtful or _ mis- 





taken. All he can do, if the Chan- 

cellor insists, is to make a change in 

the Chancellorship. 

7. Every change of Chancellors, 
however, is a serious matter, deeply 
affecting the life of the nation, and 
hence, at a time of political compli- 
eations and high tension, an extreme- 
ly serious step, an ultima ratio (last 
resort) which is all the more daring 
in that the number of men qualified 
to fill this abnormally difficult post 
is very small. 

The position ef the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, which was based on the towering 
personality of Prince Bismarck, had as- 
sumed a serious preponderance through 
the constantly growing number of posts 





under the empire, over all of which the 
Chancellor was placed as chief and re- 
sponsible head. 


Disclaims Responsibility. 


If this is borne in mind, it is abso- 
lutely impossible that anybody should 
still hold the Emperor alone responsible 
for everything, as was done formerly, 
especially toward the end of the war 
and after the war, by critical know-it- 
alls and carping revolutionists, both at 
home and in the Entente courttries. 
That, quite apart from everything per- 
sonal, is a proof of complete ignorance 
of the earlier Constitution of the Ger- 
man Empire. 

The visit of the Czar to Potsdam in 
| November, 1910, went off to the satis- 
|faction of all concerned, and was util- 
ized by the Chancellor and Herr von 
|Kiderlen to get into touch with the 
| newly appointed Foreign Minister, Sazo- 
noff, whom the Czar had brought with 
him. Apparently, the Russian ruler en- 
joyed himself among us, and he took an 
active part in the hunt arranged in his 
honor, at which he proved himself an 
enthusiastic huntsman. The result of 
the conferences between the two states- 
men seemed to promise well for the fu- 
ture; both, after they had felt each 
other out, harbored the hope of favor- 
able relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

During my Spring visit to Corfu, the 
Melissori troubles began, which riveted 
Greek attention upon themselves. Corfu 
was well informed of the constant smug- 
gling of arms from Italy by way of 
Valona into Albania, and there was a 
feeling in Greek circles that machina- 
tions from across the Adriatic, as well 
as from Montenegro, were not without 
responsibility for what was happening. 
It was also felt that the new Turkish 
Government had not been wise in its 
handling of the Albanians, who were 
very sensitive and suspicious; the former 
Sultan Abdul Hamid had realized this 
very well and understood admirably 
how to get along with the Albanians and 
to keep them quiet. Nevertheless, there 
was no fear that more serious complica- 
tions would ensue. 


At the beginning of 1911 I received a 
most cordial invitation from King 
George of England to be present at the 
unveiling of the statue of Queen Vic- 
toria, the grandmother of both of us. 
Therefore I went in the middle of May 
to London with the Empress and our 
daughter. The reception on the part of 
the English royal family and the peo- 
ple of London was cordial. 


The unveiling festivities were well ar- 
ranged and very magnificent. The big, 
round space in front of Buckingham 
Palace was surrounded by grandstands, 
which were filled to overflowing by in- 
vited guests. In front of them were 
files of soldiers of all arms and all regi- 
ments of the British Army, in full pa- 
rade uniform, the cavalry and artillery 
being on foot. All the banners of the 
troops were arrayed at the foot of the 
statue. 

The royal family, with their guests 
and their suites, were grouped around 
the statue. King George made a dedica- 
tion speech which had a good effect, in 
which he made mention also of the Ger- 
man imperial couple. 

Then, amid salutes and greetings, the 
statue was unveiled; the Queen,, in 
marble, seated upon a throne, became 
visible, surmounted by a golden figure 
of Victory. It was an impressive mo- 
ment. Afterward the troops marched 
past, the Guards in the van, then the 
Highlanders—who, with their gayly col- 
ored, becoming costume, gave an espe- 
cially picturesque touch to the military 
spectacle—then the rest of the soldiers. 
The march past was carried out on the 
circular space, with all the troops con- 
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most difficult task for troops. The evo- 
lution was carried out brilliantly; not 
one man made a mistake. The Duke of 
Connaught, who had made all the mili- 
tary arrangements, deservedly won 
unanimous applause, 


Festivities in England, 


The remainder of our stay in England 
was devoted to excursions; we.also en- 
joyed the hospitality of noble English 
families, at whose homes there was an 
opportunity to hold intercourse with 
many members of English nobility. 

Special enjoyment in the domain of art 
was provided by the King to his guests 
by a theatrical performance at Drury 
Lane Theatre. A well-known English 
play, ‘‘ Money,’’ was performed, by a 
company especially assembled for the 
occasion, consisting of the leading actors 
and actresses of London. As a surprise, 
a curtain fell between the acts, painted 
especially for the occasion by a lady, 
which depicted King George and me, 
life-size, on horseback, riding toward 
each other and saluting militarily. The 
picture was executed with much dash 
and’ was. enthusiastically acclaimed by 


the audience. 


The performance of 


actresses in ‘‘ Money ”’ 
masterly, since -all concerned played 


their rdles, even the smaHest, to per- 
fection. ‘In it was a cli ssic per- 
formance. ‘ 

Another day 1 attended, at the Olym- 
pia track, the sports of the British Army 
and Navy, which included admirable in- 
dividual feats on foot and horseback, as 
well as evolutions by bodies of troops in 


close formation. 

In describing the unveiling of the

To the very end the visit went off 
well, and the inhabitants of London, of

Constitutional Difficulties. 


William is on sounder ground when 
he complains of the difficult position 
of the Emperor in respect to the Chan- 
cellor. Certainly Bismarck had built 
the German Constitution to fit himself, 
but after he was gone there were no 
more Bismarcks. The difficulties of .a 
change in the Chancellorship, however, 
seem overestimated, while the observa- 
tion that very few men are qualified 
to fill the post may be somewhat of an 
afterthought. Michaelis and Hertling 
were no supermen, and would hardly 
have been regarded as such when they 
were appointed. 

Nowhere, however, does the pecullar 
idea entertained by the Kaiser of his 
own position toward his people come 
out more clearly than in his discussion 
of the proposals for Prussian. electoral 
reform. Bethmann Hollweg has given 
his own version of that episode (Bet- 
rachtungen zum Weltkriege, II., 169- 
195) which does not altogether agree 
with his master’s. 

Bethmann frankly admits that he 
wanted the Reichstag franchise (uni- 
versal and equal suffrage) adopted for 
the Prussian Diet instead of the three- 
class voting system, and adduces, as 
the principal argument the difficulties 
that arise when the Imperial Parliament 
is controlled by parties of the Left, 
whereas thé Parliament of a State which 
includes two-thirds of the population 
of the empire is dominated by the Right; 
difficulties especially serious since the 
chief Ministerial power both of Prussia 


j}and the empire was usually wielded 


by the same man. 

But there was certain .to be powerful 
opposition on the part of the privilegea 
classes in Prussia. The ex-Kaiser has 
already observed that the motto of the 
Prussian conservatives was apt to be 
“* Unser KGnig absolut wennsr unseren 
Willen tut.’’ But the Prussian conser- 
vatives represented the landholding 
aristocracy which had furnished the of- 
ficers for the Prussian Army and the 
bulk of the higher civilian officials— 
which, in fact, in collaboration with 
Gott, had put Prussia and the Hohen- 
zollerns on the map. The attitude of the 
average Prussian junker toward his 
earthly and his heavenly sovereign is 
not unfairly represented by an observa- 
tion of Bismarck’s in 1870 (reported by 
Busch, Bismarck, I., 219): ‘‘ If there 
is no divine commandment, why should 
I subordinate myself to these Hohen- 
zollerns? They are a Suabian family, 
no better than my own.”’ 

The certainty of this bitter opposition 
| from the most powerful class in the 
|empire made it highly desirable to put 
off this ‘eaten, if possible, till after 
the war was over. It implied, since it 
closely connected ‘with Prussia’s 
relation to the Federal Government, 
the complete reconstruction of the em- 
pire (Bethmann). But as the war 
went on it came to be -a question 
whether it could be allowed to wuit. 
There were other classe’, rising— to 
greater power, which wanted something 
done at once. A vague promise was 
made in the speech from the throne at 
the opening of the Prussian Diet in Jan- 
uarv, 1916, but the developments of the

going instalment) to the argument that 
in England ‘‘ more importance is at- 
tached to well-nigh medieval magnifi- 
cence ’’ than in Germany, while he dis- 
misses the Agadir crisis in one para- 
graph, with the usual alibi that he 
didn’t want to do it, but the’ Foreign 
Office had its way. 

As to the medieval magnificence, one 
may admit that the Duke of Connaught 
was a good drillmaster, that the British 
Guards wear red coats and _ bearskin 
caps, and that Westminster Abbey is an 
old and imposing building, without feel- 
ing that William has quite made his 
point. 

King George’s observations on Morocco 
are interesting if true, though hardly 
important. What he said about the 
Algeciras agreement being no longer 
in force was essentially if not tech- 
nically true in 1911. The separate 
Franco-German understanding on Mo- 
rocco in 1909 had, to be-sure, formally 
reiterated that the Algeciras agreement 
was valid, but in substance it recog- 
nized its innocuous desuetude. The 
Algeciras conference had been called be- 
cause Germany wanted to sit in on the 
Moroccan game. The agreement of 
1909 was a private understanding in- 
tended to conciliate Germany, which 
recognized the special political interests 
of France on the understanding that 
the equality of economic opportunity 
was preserved. Special political inter- 
ests in a turbulent country like Mo- 
rocco imply special political responsi- 
bilities, as the troubles at Fez in 1911 
showed; and if there had been a mas- 
Sacre of the foreigners,in that city it 
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next year—above all, the Russian revo- 
lution—convinced Bethmann and a good 
many others that more definite action 
could not be postponed. 


Dalliance About Suffrage. 


Loebell’s memorandum, to which Wil- 
liam refers today, contained, according 
to Bethmann, merely a plan for a modi- 
fied form of plural voting (not a dis- 
cussion of several plans, no one of 
which was recommended, as the ex- 
Kaiser says). Because Bethmann did 
not believe this would be enough, he 
did not submit it to the Ministry ;.but 
when he brought his own idea of uni- 
versal and equal suffrage before the 
Ministry he could not get satisfactory 
support. The Kalser, too, had steadily 
refused to listen to suggestions of equal 
suffrage in Prussia. Bethmann said to 
the Kaiser that it was unthinkable that 
@ war veteran with the Iron Cross of 
the first class should have less voting 
power than a well-to-do slacker; but, 
says Bethmann, the Kaiser made no 
reply. Evidently on reflection the Kai- 
ser thought this was a good line, as 
he takes credit for it himself in today’s 
instalment. ; 

The result of all this argument was 
the King of Prussia’s ‘promise, on 
Easter, 1917, that the class voting sys- 
tem would be done away with at the 
end of the war, though there was no 
definite statement as to what would 
take its place. It is obvious to anybody 
row that the Government was too slow, 
and unwilling to go far enough when 
at last it made a promise; but the 
strength of the opposition to any change 
was almost insuperable. It may be 
doubted if anything but disaster and 
revolution could finally have overthrown 
the Junkers. 

Now, how does all this appear to the 
man who was then King of Prussia? 
He wanted to ‘‘do something for the 
tried nation in arms” as an act of 
grace; but he didn’t have time to think 
about it because he was busy going here 
and there to look at new territory that 
his armies:had conquered. He has much 
to say about ‘‘ Bethmann’s dilatori- 
ness,’’ but seems to think it entirely 
reasonable that he himself should have 
been unable to follow up the vague 
promise of January, 1916, because he 
had to go to Nish to meet Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria. This was the famous 
festivity’ at which -Ferdinand, dropping 
into Latin without having an interlinear 
translation at hand, observed ‘‘Tu és 
Caesar et gloriosus,’’ which means ‘‘You 
are an Emperor and a blowhard.” This 
was probably not exactly what. Ferdi- 
nand had in mind. 

And Bethmann’s chief crime in his 


master’s eyes seems to have been that 
he paid no attention to Loebell’s memo- 
randum because he was “ influenced by 
the desires expressed in the country.’’ 
Apparently there were limits to the 
Kaiser’s generosity; he had no inten- 
tion < giving his people something they 
wanted.

VORONOFF HOOTED 
BY FRENCH DOCTORS 


Academy of Medicine Bars His 
Address on the Ground of a 
Technical Violation. 


SAYS HE MAKES HAIR GROW 


Gland Expert Declares Memory Re- 
vives After Operations—Offers 


to Show Patients. 
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PARIS, Oct. 5.—The French Academy 
of Medicine this afternoon refused tv 
allow Professor Serge Voronoff to read 
a.communication on grafting interstitiat 
glands at the thirty-first congress of 
French surgeons. The President of the 
congress based the veto on a technical 
breach of the association rules by the 
famous professor, but Voronoff blamed 
jealousy by his colleagues. The fact 
remains that he was hooted when at- 


terrpting to explain the situation. 

Today an article appeared in a Paris 
morning paper announcing that Voro- 
noff would make at the congress today 
or tomorrow morning a_ sensational 
communication and would produce two 
patients on whom he had successfully 
grafted glands taken from a monkey, 
showing a series of films and lantern 
slides illustrating the surgical operation 
and the results obtained. An evening 
paper printed a statement that the 
whole story was nothing but a myth, 
that Voronoff would not make any com- 
munication and that nothing was known 
of it at the congress. 

Nevertheless his name was on the offi- 
cial printed program among those to 
Speak in the afternoon and the large 
amphitheatre of the Sorbonne was 
packed with people eagerly awaiting 
his appearance> The audience, although 
chiefly composed of doctors, included a 
considerable sprinkling of fashionably 
dressed women, 


Voronoff's Explanation Rejected. 


When the time approached at which, 
Voronoff was expected to speak Profes- 


sor Hartmann, who presided over the 
Congréss, said that he must inform the 
audience that Voronoff would not be 
permitted to address it because he had 
broken one of the rules of the Sur- 
geons’ Association. 

“Only unpublished communications 
ean be ‘accepted here,’’ said Professor 
Hartmann, ‘‘ but Professor Voronoff has 
chosen to publish his in the press. There- 
fore he cannot be allowed to speak.” 

The statement was received with 
shouts and cheers by the doctors pres- 
ent. Professor Voronoff at once sprang 
to the tribune and angrily stated that he 
knew nothing of-anyjcommunication to 
the press. If any article appeared it 
Was unauthorized, he said, and came 
from a source unknoyn to him. 

Professor Hartmanff, waiving a news- 
paper, cried, ‘‘ Here is proof.’’ When 
Voronoff attempted to make an explana- 
tion he was howled. down by his col- 
leagues among the audience. 

The scene lasted ten minutes. Each 
time Voronoff attempted to raise his 
voice it'was drowned by angry or de- 
risive howls-and whistles until in despair 
he shrugged. his shoulders and walked 
from the hall. A group of newspaper 
men immediately surrounded the pro- 
fessor and asked whether he would 
make a statement. 

‘* There is nothing much to be said,” 
he replied. ‘‘ It is an organized attempt 
against me actuated by jealousy. No 
other explanation is possible. The only 
thing that remains for me is to publish 
the result of my experiments in a book, 
of which a copy will be sent to each of 
you. That is the only way I can now 
communicate my work to the world.’’ 

Professor Voronoff later gave THE 
New YORK TIMES correspondent a copy 
of the communication he had_ intended 
to make before the congress, illustrated 
by a series of scientific films and slides. 
In his communication he said that his 
first experiments in grafting animal 
glands dated from June 8, 1917, and in 
men from. June 12, 1920. Since that 
time he has performed 162 operations. 
His. observations showed clearly, he 
said, the general action on the organism 
of interstitial secretion. 

The professor made the announcement 
that he would produce tomorrow two pa- 
tients who had consented to submit to 
medical examination. The doctors at- 
tending the congress would thus have all 
the necessary elements placed in their 
hands in order to apply practically the 
benefits of his experiments. 

He described the cases of two men 
who, as a result of tuberculosis, were 
operated on.. The growth of their beards 
had stopped; after he had operated on 
them their beards again began to grow 
and they entirely recovered. » 


Auto-Saggestion Denied. 


This reappearance of the beards after 
the operation, Professor Voronoff said, 
could certainly not be explained as be- 


ing the result of auto-sugegstion, which 
some people assert téd be the explana- 
tion of some phenomena observed after 
grafting. He had observed the same re- 
sult in the case of a, Syrian, 22 years old, 
who was congenitaly defective. After a 
successful operation his chin was 
covered with hair within six weeks. 

In this case and all others he said he 
had used monkey glands, as the blood 
of the higher monkey is identical with 
the composition of that in man, differ- 
ing from the blood of all other animals. 
The change which was produced gen- 
erally in the organism after the opera- 
tion was surprising and all the more 
marked in those cases in which pre- 
vious proofs of senility had been more 
apparent. Such was the case of one of 
his patints who had authorized him to 
show the congress photographs taken be- 
fore and after the operation, as well as 
films of various exercises demanding 
considerable muscular force of which he 
had been utterly incapable before the 
grafting. 

Younger men had also been greatly 
benefited by the. operation, the prores- 
sor said. The results obtained lasted 
for years and the operation could be 
easily renewed. 

One of the first symptoms following 
the operation which he had observed, 
he said, was that the patient grew thin- 
ner. The majority of senile men had a 
leaning toward fatness. One of his pa- 
tients, without in any way changing his 
mode of living, had within three months 
reduced his weight by fifteen pounds. 
It was a very important point to note 
that all the patients had remarked on 
their great improvement in memory and 
reater facility for intellectual effort.

USUAL STORMS ARE LACKING 


And Air Pressure, All Askew, 
Adds to Troubles, Say 
Weather Bureau Experts. 


RECORD HEAT FOR SEASON 


Streams Are Drying Up, Forest 


Fires Rage, but Crops Have 
Been Little Affected. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5 (Associated 
Press.)—The weather elements are not 
acting right. That is the only explana- 
tion the Weather Bureau can make for 
the protracted drought ‘which grips a 
great part of the country. Meteorologi- 
cally speaking the winds and the baro- 
metric pressures are acting contrary to 
nature. The air is sluggish and there 
is little movement in high or low 
strata, consequently the moisture-bear- 
ing air cannot journey over the coun- 
try. ‘ 
With the exception of California and 
the Northern Pacific Coast, Florida and 
the East Gulf Coast, there have been 
few areas where any rain to speak of 
has fallen for four or five weeks. 
There is a ‘low’ extending from 
Washington, D. C. to south of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., which is hardly moving 
and which forms a barrier to moisture- 
bearing winds, when that moves away, 
the Weather Bureau says there will be 
some chance of a change for the bet-- 
ter. : ; 

One reason given for the dry and hot © 
spell is that during September, 
month of storms on the Great Lakes, 
only one storm was reported. From 
this centre disturbances usually radiate, 
which result in rain and cool breezes 
for the eastern States. 

Storms have been generally lacking, 
and from the West Indies the cradle of 
Autumnal hurricanes ,only the twister 
has come this season, and that went far 
from the Atlantic Coast. Untii changes 
appear in the Pacific, off the North- 


western Coast, little relief can be 


pected for the northern and western 
States, and until storm clouds appear 
in the Gulf of Mexico, the central ang | 
eastern States can expect a continua- 
tion of the dry spell, the forecasters Te- 


port. 
Damage to Crops Is Slight. 


Although the present drought i 
making somewhat of a record for term 
ritory covered and length of time, agri- 
culturists and meteorogolists declare it 
has. been marked by an exceedingly 
small amount of crop damage. The pre- 
ceding warm weeks rapidly matured 


corn and other crops, cotton and truck 
stuff, and the harvest generally is prace 
tically over. Some little damage may 
result to late corn, it was said by Agri- 
culture Department officials, but this 
probably will not be extensive. The 
main trouble, from the farmers’ point 
of view, is that sowing of Winter wheat 
is being retarded by inability to get the 
ground in condition. 

Cotton in Texas and Oklahoma was 
slightly damaged several weeks ago in 
the early stages of the dry spell. Truck- 
ers in the South have been saved from 
loss by recent showers from the Gulf 
of Mexico, but most late truck crops in 
northern sections have reached the stage 
where dry weather does little damage. 

While farmers have not bothered 
greatly over crop damage, great loss 
has been done by forest fires in some 
sections and grave fears have been ex- 
pressed in this country and Canada for 
inhabitants of forested areas. 

Because of the danger of fires Gov- 
ernor Baxter of Maine has ordered the 
hunting season closed and persons are 
prohibited from carrying firearms ‘into 
the woods. At Penobscot Bay tests of 
a new destroyer of the United States 
Navy were abandoned because smoke 
from the fires obscured the course. 


Streams and Wells Are Dried Up. 


The drying of streams and reservoirs 
In many sections of the country has been 
reported. Wells have failed and farmers 
and small town residents are forced to 
haul water long distances. At Pitts- 
burgh, where the drought is in its twen- ;

Weather Bureau officials can see no 
relief from the drought or the attending 
high temperatures in any section of 
country, except where local showers are 
reported. From nine cities throughout 
the Middle West have come reports of 
temperatures higher than any ever hbe- 
fore recorded for this time of the year. 
For at least 24 hours, which ts about 
the limit of time the forecasters 
prognosticate, fair and generally warmer 
weather is predicted. The temperature 
has risen in the Lower Lake region and 
the North Atlantic States and has re- 
mained unseasonably warm from the 
Plain States eastward. 

It will soon grow cooler in the North- 
ern Rocky Mountain region and ihe 
Northern Plateau regics. @e to wi 
spread showers there, and indications 
are for cooler temperatures in the Nor 
Atlantic States. :

gates attending the triennial conven- 
tion of the United Brotherhoods of 
Maintenance of Way Employes and 
Railway Shop Laborers late this after- 
noon adopted a _ resolution declaring 
for amalgamation into one huge body of 
all railroad labor unions in the United 
States. 

Each side admitted that it was 
perhaps the most” important and dra- 
matic measure ever undertaken by a 
large convention of organized -labor. 

While endorsement of the proposed 
amalgamation plan was being discussed, 
{t was freely charged by President 


Grable’s followers that the ‘ Reds” 
were responsible for the movement. 

** Adoption of these resolutions means 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
emissaries of Soviet Russia or of the 
I. W. W.° are secretly sitting in this 
hall, disguised as loyal men, and this 
convention needs no further proof that 
the affairs of this body, for the time 
being at least, are under the influence 
of William Z. Foster, known wherever 
labor is organized, as ulta-radical,’’ one 
of the ‘‘ conservative ’’ group said. 

Foster arrived in Detroit yesterday.

Want Three-Fifths of Seats for Ma- 
jority—Army Controls Trent. 


ROME, Oct. 5.—The Fascisti demanded 
today through their leader, Benito Mus- 
| <oxtnl, that the party receiving a ma- 
| Jority of the votes in a parliamentary 
| election be granted three-fifths of the 
| parliamentary seats. Their leader noti- 
fied Deputy Alberto Bianchi, Secretary 
General of the Fascisti, to inform Pre-

The Fascisti leaders have forecast 
| that they will receive a majority of the 
votes in the next Chamber. If their 
i demand’ for three-fifths of the seats is 
granted. they will have 321 places 
against 214 for all the other parties.

BRINGS SUIT TO PREVENT 
CHANGES IN HIS FILMS 


Douglas Fairbanks Contends That 
He Has Property Rights, Like 
Author or Playwright. 


The question whether a motion pic- 
ture actor can prevent the revision of 
his films on grounds of property rights, 
as an author may prevent changes in 
his novel and the dramatist in his play, 
will be argued before Justice Robert F. 
Wagner in the Supreme Court this 
morning in the case of Douglas Fair- 
banks against the Triangle Film Com- 
pany. The defendant, through its at- 
torney, Lyttleton Fox, 120 Broadway, 
claims absolute ownership’ of eleven 
Fairbanks films, and also claims the 
right to bring them out of storage, alter 
them according to present-day screen 
requirements, and exhibit them under 
lease or otherwise. 

tairbanks, throucs his attorney, M. 


L. Malevinsky, 1,482 Broadway, disputes 
the right of the present owners of the 
films te make any changes in the screen 
productions in which he appeared. He 
has begun an action seeking an injunc- 
tion against the Triangle Film Company, 
and this morning Justice Wagner will 
hear argument on a motion for a tem- 
porary restraining order pending a de- 
termination of the merits of the case, 
The. decision is awaited throughout the 
film world with much interest, because 
it is said-that the old films of Mary 
Pickford, Charlie Chaplin and_ other 
screen stars will be affected by Justice 
Wagner's decision. 

Fairbanks maintains that the films 
now in possession of the Triangle Film 
Company were made in 1915 for a com- | 

any which later was merged with the 

riangle, and that his contract specified 
that they should be produced under the} 
direction of D. W. Griffith. His con- 
tention is that if the films are cut, 
pieced together again, or otherwise 
changed or revised, they are not the 
same films supervised by Griffith and 
that the Triangle Film Company has no 
right to show them after revision. He| 
claims the same right in the film that 
an author has in his novel—the right 
to prevent its revision in a way which 
may be injurious to his reputation or 
detract from his latest product. The} 
films include ‘The 4amb,’’ and } 
‘* Double Trouble,”’ the first two screen 
plays in which Fairbanks was starred. 

The contention of film producers, as it 
will probably be advanced, is that the 
motion picture actor is an employe en- 
gaged in making a product over which | 
the manufacturer has absolute control; 
that there is no analogy between the | 
property rights of a screen acter and an 
author; otherwise, they contend, if Jus- | 
tice Wagner should rule in favor of Fair- 
banks, the producers would be unable to 
make elisions demanded by motion pic- | 
ture censors. 

Recently the Triangle Film Company 
leased the eleven Fairbanks films with 
the rght to ‘“ re-edit and reconstruct,’’ 
to Hyman Winik. The lessee trans- 
| ferred his interests to'the Leader Film 
Corporation.

. THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Pressure was rela- 
tively high Thursday night over the North 
Pacific States, Northern Ontario and from 
the Carolinas eastward to Bermuda, and it 
was low over practically all other sections. 
There have been showers within the last 24 
hours in Northern New England, the Lake 
Superior region, the North Pacific States and 
in the exterme South, while the weather re- 
mained fair in all other parts of the country. 

The temperature continued unseasonably 
high Thursday from the plain States and the 
Southern Rocky Mountain region eastward, 
except along the northern border, and the 
following stations reported the highest tem- 
perature ever recorded so late in the year:

(in 1928) a total of $650,000. 

We quote from the agrement between the Government and the bankers: “THE GOVERNMENT OF

“GERMANY DISPUTES 
—BRENGH FIGURES 


Declares Its Reparations Pay- 
_ ments Are Vastly Larger Than 
Credited in Paris. 


CONSUL ISSUES STATEMENT 


Says Country Has Paid Three- 
Fourths of Billion Gold Marks 
More Than Appears. 


The figures showing the smallness of 
German reparation payments, which 
Were made public in Paris by the Repa- 
ration Commission, were disputed yes- 

‘terday by the German Government 
through its consular offices in New 
York City. Consul Lang made public 
*‘ figures recently prepared in Berlin” 
which indicate that the German repara- 
tion payments in money to date aggre- 
gate approximately three-fourths of a 
billlion gold marks more than the fig- 
ures given in French reports. Total 
payments are put at 38,242,970,000 gold 
marks. 

The figures of the Reparation Com- 
misssion indicate that Germany up to 
the present has paid in money 1,425,- 
000,000 gold marks, while Berlin main- 
tains that “total payments in money ” 
amount to 2,193,470,000, a difference of 
968,470,000 gold marks. 

The office of the German Consul, 11 
Broadway, issued the following state- 
ment:

OUR LOSSES IN MARKS 
ARE BLAMED ON TREATY 


Revise Its ‘Unbearable’ Terms if 
We Would Reccver,. Herr 


i 
ig Gutmann Advises. 

BERLIN, Oct. 5 (Associated Press).— 
fn revision of the ‘“‘ unbearable”’ eco- 
momic stipulations of the Versailles 
Treaty lies the possibility of Americans 
Yecovering the losses sustained through 
the possession of German marks. This 
declaration was made to The Associated 
Press today by Herbert Gutmann, Man- 
eging Director of the Dresdner Bank, 
relative to receent newspaper reports of 
Tosses suffered in the United States 
through depreciation of German cur- 
fency. He maintained that not Ger 
many, but the treaty, was to blame. 

While saying that he was unable to 
verify the amount of the American 
Tosses as announced, he expressed the 
Opinion that $0960,000,000 represented a 
@reat exaggeration. 

-** Especially,’ he added, ‘‘ inasmuc 

as Americans invested here their marks 
fm stocks, houses and other property 
values—and the American estimate 
_ States that one-third of the total invest- 
ment was in stocks and bonds—it is to 
be . considered. that these investments 
have kept their intrinsic worth. 

“Stocks, the prices of houses and 
other real values have risen strongly, 
and even if the rise has not been in the 
Same proportion as the depreciation of 
the mark, this makes no difference, 
since the intrinsic value remains the 
same. Furthermore, I call attention to 
the fact that the periods in which the 
mark showed depreciation gave to the 
entire outside world the possibility of 
‘the cheapest imports from Germany, and 
this was utilized, greatly to the damage 
af Germany, and led from time to time 
to selling German products at the lowest 
tices, while at the same time Germany 
ad to buy necessary raw materials 
abroad for new production at much too 
high prices.”’ 

He regretted if Americans were to 
Ione through the possession of marks, 
but believed that the German losses, on 
account of depreciation, were immensely 
heavier, and, besides, Germany had to 
stand very great losses in the United 
States through the sequestration and 
liquidation of German property—‘' losses 


neg represent profits to American citi- 
Herr Gutmann then declared: ‘‘ If fur- 
ther depreciation of the mark is to be 
avoided the economic stipulations of the 
Versailles Treaty, which are unbearable 
for rmany, must be revised. This re- 
vision must come quickly before it is 
too late. Then, perhaps, the possibility 
will develop for the recovery by Amer- 
fcans of their losses on the mark 
through improvement of the mark."

NIN COTTON 
ON TRADE BUYING 


Speculators, Too, Bid Eagerly 
for Contracts—Prices Gain 
37 to 45 Points. 


The upward trend in cotton prices 
made further headway yesterday under 
a broadening trade from all directions. 
Additional evidence of lessening pres- 
sure from Southern producers appeared 
in the shade of diminished receipts at 
interior points, as well as a reduction 
in volume of: hedges sold in all three 
cotton markets. Steady trade buying, 
that has proved a feature for weeks, is 
now being augmented by a decided in- 
crease in outside speculative interest in 
the course of prices. Professional opera- 
tors in several instances added to lines 
taken at lower figures. Southern spot 
markets advanced quotations a quarter 
to half a cent on sales of over* 50,000 
bales. Trading was unusually heavy 
throughout the session, final prices 
showing a gain of-37 to 45 points. 

While the course of both American 
markets had not been influenced by a 
Liverpool decline on Wednesday, senti- 
ment was undeniably encouraged when 
a half cent advance occurred in foreign 
prices yesterday. Owing to the financial 
condition of most European countries, 
it is generally recognized that financing 
of domesti¢ crops must be done on this 
side.. There is no disposition to expect 
Liverpool to do more than follow ad- 
vances that developed first in this coun- 
try, particularly after the disastrous 
buying movement that took place there

ON W. P. C. HARDING 


Senator Urges Bankers to Oppose 
His Reappointment as Federal 
Reserve Board Head 


Special to The New York Times. 
“WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—A renewal of 
his attacks on W. P. G. Harding, for- 
mer Governor of the Federal Reserve 
Board, was made today by Senator 
Heflin of Alabama in a letter to Thomas 
B. McAdams, President of the American 
Bankers’ Association, now meeting in 
New York City. Hearing, he alleged, 
that Governor Harding and his friends 
had been trying to force a resolution 
through the bankers’ convention urging 
Mr. Harding's reappointment as Chair- 
man of the board, Senator Heflin begged 
Mr. McAdam to resist such a move, 

““T have heard the rumor that Gov- 
ernor Harding and his deflation friends 
have been active for weeks trying to se- 
lect delegates to the American Bankers’ 
Association who would favor the pas- 
sage of a resolution endorsing him for 
reappointment as Governor of tke Fed- 
eral Reserve Board,’’ said the letter. 
‘‘ T@ they should try to do such a thing, 


I trust that you, as the honored head of 
a great American institution, will use 
Nenad great Influence to prevent such ac- 
tion. 

‘In the first place, the President is 
not going to reappoint him, and in the 
second place, he could not be confirmed 
if reappointed, 

“IT am doing my best to held the Fed- 
eral Reserve banking systein true to 
the purposes for which it was created. 
I can think of — that would so 
injure the great banking fratefnity of 
America with the masses of the people 
as a deliberate endorsement by your 
convention of the deflation conduct of 
W. P. G. Harding.” 

Senator Heflin charged that ‘‘ the de- 
flation policy planned by Wall Street 


and conducted by Governor Harding was 
radical, . drastic and destructive; it 
choked and stifled legitimate business 
everywhere and robbed millions for the 
benefit of a few.’

OUSTED THE HORSE 


Drafters Still in Demand for 
Heavy Work in All Parts 
of the Country. 


PROFIT IN BREEDING THEM 


¢ 
Merits of the Different Types Are 
Described by a Federal 
Expert. 


Despite the auto truck as a means of 
transporting heavy loads, the draft 
horse is much in demand in all parts 
of the country. In large cities like New 
York there are thousands of these ani- 
mals which are invaluable: assets to 
business. The breeding of these horses, 
particularly pedigreed stock, has be- 
come a useful and successful enterprise 
among live stock owners. 

‘““The draft type,’’ says G. A. Bell of 
the Animal Husbandry Division, United 
States Department, of Agriculture, in a 
bulletin on draft horses, ‘‘is charac- 
terized by massiveness, and the particu- 
lar field for this type is the hauling of 
heavy loads at a comparatively slow 


gait, usually at the walk. Therefore, 
power and not speed is desired, and in 
erder to possess this power the horse 
should be generally blocky or compact, 
low set or short legged, and be suffi- 
ciently heavy to enable him to throw 
the necessary weight into the collar to 
move the heavy load and at the same 
time maintain a secure footing. 

In fair condition a drafter should 
weigh not less than 1,600 pounds, and 
the majority will be between sixteen and 
geventeen hands in height, but, of 
course, many are found below and 
pbove these heights. In some localities 
horses weighing less than 1,600 pounds 
fre termed drafters, but in localities 
where the heavy draft horse is common 
they would not be classed as such, un- 
less designated as light drafters. 

‘“‘In the typical drafter the head is 
comparatively lean, wide between the 
eyes and in size proportioned to the 
body. The eye is bright and fairly 
prominent. The neck is strong and 
muscular, of fair length, and somewhat 
arched: in the stallion itis well arched 
er crested, in the gelding or mare less 
f0. The shoulders are shorter and more 
upright than in the cast of the light 
horse, and a happy medium between the 
straight and sloping shoulder gives the 
best combination of power and move- 
ment. Too straight a shoulder causes 
excessive concussion, and the result is 
bone and tendon trouble in the feet and 
Jegs. On the other hand, too sloping. 
a shoulder renders it difficult to fit the 
heavy collars properly. In the draft 
horse, however, the former is much 
more common than the latter. 


The Points of a Good Drafter. 


‘‘The chest is deep and comparatively 
broad, thus providing plenty of room for 
the lungs. The girth, or the body’s cir- 
cumferance behind the forelegs, is large 
and horses slack in that region are 
usually weak in constitution. The body 
4s broad, deep and comparatively short; 
the back is short and broad and the 
ribs are well sprung, giving a round ap- 
pearance to the body. The horse with a 
shallow body is usually a poor feeder. 
The loin is broad and well muscled; the 
croup is fairly level, long, broad and 
well muscled. <A short, decidedly slop- 
ing croup is not so well muscled as the 
straighter and longer one. 
quarters and thighs are well 
and it is from the hindquarters that 
the horse obtains most of its propelling 
power, ‘the fore legs acting largely as 
weight carriers. 

“The Belgian draft horse, as_ the 
mame indicates, originated and has been 
developed in Belgium, and is the only 
breed of horses which is bred to any ex- 
tent in that country, the light horses 
used in Belgium being purchased largely 
in other countries. 

‘* Importations of these horses into the 
United States occurred more or less fre- 
quently during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, but it has been only 
within the past ten years that they 
have been imported in any large num- 
bers. The early trade was principally 
a stallion trade, but during the past five 

ears quite a large number of mares 

ave been imported. 

“The Belgian divides honors with the 
Shire as being the heaviest of any of our 
breeds. Mature stallions in fair condi- 
tion,, weighing a ton or more, are com- 
paratively common. In height mature 
stallions will probably average slightly 
over 16% hands, and mature mares about 
36 hands. In general conformation they 
mre the most compact of any breed, the 
bodies being short, wide and deep. The 
head is a medium size, the neck Js 
short and heavily created or arched, ~* 
chest is broad and deep, the back is 
ehort and well muscled over the loin, the 
croup is somewhat drooping or steep 
and the quarters are full and heavily 
muscled. The legs are short and free 
from the long hair or feather character- 
istic of the Clydesdale and Shire. 

“The Percheron originated in France 
and has been developed in a small dis- 
trict in the northwestern part of that 
country known as Perche. This district 
is about one-fifteenth the size of the 
State of Iowa, and only Percherons born 
within its boundaries are eligible to reg- 
{stry in the Percheron Studbook of 
trance. Percheron foals, to be accepted 
for registry in the French book, must 
be registered during the year of their 
birth. The introduction of Percheron 
horses into the United States dates back 
many years. One of the early stallions 
brought to this country which exerted 
considerable influence on our draft stock 
was Louis Napoleon, imported in 1851 
by an Ohio firm. Other Percherons 
were imported about this time and dur- 
jing succeeding years. 


Percheron Characteristics. 


“he Percheron is not so large a 
horse as either the Belgian or the 
Shire, but as a class will probably out- 
weigh the Clydesdale slightly. Good 
mature stallions in fair condition will 
usually weigh from 1,800 to 2,000 
pounds, and there are many which 
weigh considerably over 2,000 pounds. 
ees 

““The Clydesdale originated and has 
been developed in Scotland and is prac- 

cal he only draft horse found in 
ne yee Bs ‘The breed is of mixed 
origin, and the early history is more or 
Jess obscure. It_is probable that the 
blood of both Flemish and English 
horses entered quite largely into the 
breed during its early history. 

“<The Shire originated and was devel- 
oped in England, and today is bred in 
all sections of that country. The real 
origin of this breed is more or less 
speculative. It is known that this type 
of draft horse existed in England in 
early times. It is probable that the 
early Shire was of very mixed brecding, 
but at the present time the Shire is 
bred very pure. * * 

“The native home of tks Suffolk 
breed is Suffolk County, in Eastern 
England, and the production of the 
breed in that country is confined almost 
entirely to that and adjoining counties. 
The Suffolk has not been bred for the 
heavy draft work of the city, but large- 
ly for the farm, and for this purpose 
it ranks high among the farmers of 
Wastern England, who consider it capa- 
ble of doing a large amount of labor 
on a small amount of feed, and for 
longer periods than other drafters. The 
breed is used more exclusively for farm 
work than any other of our draft 
breeds.”’

It Contains a Cose Approximation of 
Life on the Road, Says B. W. Matz. 


Charles Dickens put a very low ap- 
praisal on ‘‘ Pickwick,’’ his most pop- 
ular book. It is matter of record that 
he thought more of some of his other 
works than he did of the immortal Pick- 
wick. But the fact remains that it still 
holds its place as one of the most pop- 
ular classics in the language. There are, 
of ourse, a host of reasons why this 
should be so, but the one which most 
concerns B. W. Matz, author of ‘The 
Inns and Taverns of ‘ Pickwick,’ "’ is the 
book’s appeal as a mirror of the man- 
ners and ustems of a romantic age. 

“It is, perhaps, the most accurate 
picture extant of the old coaching era 
and all that was corollary to it,’”’ states 
Mr.. Matz, in Book Notes, published by 
Edwin Valentine Mitchell. ‘‘No writer 
has d more than Dickens to reflect 
the glory of that era, and the glamor 
and comfort of the old inns of England, 
which in those days were the havens of 
the road to every traveler. All his 
books abound in pleasant and faithful 
pictures of the times, and alluring and 
enticing, descriptions of those old hos- 
telries where not only ease was sought 
and expected, but obtained’; ‘ Pickwick’ 
is packed with them. . . . The book, 
indeed, opens in a hotel and ends in 
one.”’ E 

While many of the inns in Dickens's 
works existed only in the novelist’s im- 


agination, still, Mr. Matz calls atten- 
tion to the fact that many of them 
had foundation in reality, and most of 
them, particularly in “Pickwick, are 
mentioned by name, and in consequence 
have become immoral. These old inns 
attract today not only by reason of their 
picturesqueness, but because of the 
Dickens tradition which lings to them. 
In the present age.of rapid motor tran- 
sit we certainly are coming’ back to 
them, declares’ Mr. Matz, though he 
confesses that we are in too much of a 
tearing, hurry to make the same use of 
the old inns as they did in the more 
leisurely age. B
